The Department Commander then read his report as 
follows, which was referred to Comrades J. P. Shaw, B. F. 
Pike and W. J. R. Beach for consideration. 


REPORT OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER. 


Headquarters of the Grand Army of the Republic of the 

Department of Oregon. 

To the Comrades assembled in the thirty-first annual 
encampment: 

Comrades: I herewith return the official honors you 
were pleased to confer upon me one year ago, but the pleas- 
ant memories of this, my last campaign, are all retained; 
they are my own,—the perquisites, the salary of the office— 
and a greater one than could be paid by the mintage from 
the mines, or the check of a Rockefeller, the memories of 
long ago, the associations, the sufferings, the trials and the 
victories of loyalty and patriotism, are all renewed by the 
warm grasp of the old comrade and the smile of sincere 
friendship beaming on that wrinkled and aged brow which 
once frowned on anarchy and disunion. These memories 
are all mine, and I lay them away with a care and a rever- 
ence belonging to the most sacred and hallowed relics of 
an eventful period of time fast drawing to a close. 


Visitations. 


I attempted to visit every section of the department, 
and did so with the exception of Klamath Falls, where dis- 
tance interfered with economy, and that part of the coast 
country situated in the Southwest, which necessitated expen- 
sive staging over mountainous or through bottomless roads 
which was too much to undertake. Of course there are 
good loyal comrades in those unvisited portions which it - 
would have been a pleasure to meet, and who deserve full 
recognition, but it costs something besides time to travel 
in Oregon, and with our limited treasury and decreasing 
membership the strictest economy must be exercised. In 
every Post there was the kindest reception, and the most 
fraternal spirit shown, not only by the comrades, but by 
their worthy co-laborers the loyal and enthusiastic women 
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who are strength and support of our institution. For all 
this I must thank all organizations, and the adverse criti- 
cism in which they were fully entitled to indulge was 
kindly left unspoken until after my departure. 


Our Membership. 


Is on the decrease, and this, it is feared, will be a con- 
ditition we must hereafter continue to experience. There 
are still many comrades not on our roll of membership 
some of whom we can gather in as they happen to drift 
within the jurisdiction of some of our interior Posts, but 
they are largely scattered over outside sparsely settled reg- 
ions where Posts cannot be organized, and where they cannot 
be reached by the Posts already instituted. We will gain 
some by immigration, but men of our age are not very 
migratory, and it is feared such gain will be more than 
offset by the increasing ravages of time which are causing 
such frequent vacancies in our already thin ranks. We 
have been able to muster but one Post during the past 
year—the one at Myrtle Point for which we are indebted 
to the good work of comrade Chas. E. Sischo. There is 
but one thing we can do—realize we are on the last line of 
defense, where every man must stand by his Post. 

The Forty-fifth National Encampment held at Roch- 
ester, New York, was a generous tribute by the loyal people 
of that great city and state to the surviving Union Veterans 
of the Civil War. The city dropped its commercial business 
and studied only the comfort of its visitors, while the citi- 
zens of the state at large showed the appreciation of the 
gathered hosts by contributing their thousands from every 
section. An appropriation of $50.00 was made at our last 
state encampment for the purpose of enabling our Oregon 
Representatives to establish a headquarters jointly with 
our W. R. C. but after a long search we decided there was 
no room obtainable suitable for the purpose, or which would 
justify any expenditure, and therefore could best serve the 
interests of our department by saving the money for home 
uses. I accordingly conveyed the money back into our 
treasury, and hold receipt for same, but recommend that 
a similiar appropriation be made by this encampment for 
a like purpose at Los Angeles, next September. 


Mary Todd Lincoln Memorial. 


. This is a proposition to erect a memorial building in 
honor of Abraham Lincoln, in Lexington Ky., the home town 
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in her girlhood days. This department is invited to co- 
operate in raising $150,000.00 for such purpose. Major 
General, Daniel E. Sickles is President of the Association, 
the executive committee of which, is Admiral Dewey, John 
Wannamaker and many other distinguished citizens. 

This is respectfully submitted to the encampment 
without recommendation. 

Note since writing the above, a communication has 
been received from Adjt. Gen. Koch recommending that 
no action be taken on this until it has first been passed 
upon by our National encampment, but inasmuch as our 
Representatives at Los Angeles will be called upon for a 
vote, it is thought best to give an opportunity for expres- 
sion of opinion at this time if so desired. 


Oregon Soldiers Home. 


This is an instiution in which all are interested either 
as taxpayers or Veterans, or both. It is a plot of ground 
consisting of 40 acres delightfully situated near Roseburg 
with capacious buildings well calculated for the care and 
comfort of the dependent inmates. — 

The commandant and his estimable wife are always 
to be found to cheerfully receive visitors and to impart such 
information as may be desired, and every kindness and con- 
sideration is shown to the care and comfort of these invalids 
consigned to their keeping. At this writing there are:

That it is a haven of rest, and comfort is attested by 
the fact that one of its inmates has been there more than 
seventeen years and is still able to draw his rations. Long 
may he wave. The total number admitted to date is 813. 
The death average is one a month and there are over 200 
graves in the cemetery. 

The average cost of maintenance is obout $200.00 per 
year per man. 

Applicants receiving more than $20.00 per month pen- 
sion are not received, as only the most needy can be accom- 
modated. | 

Owing to increasing demands from increasing age and 
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infirmaties, the home capacity is overcrowded and there are 
now 15 applicants awaiting for admission which cannot for 
this reason be granted. An appropriation from the state is 
needed to enlarge the capacity of the buildings. 

Here is something else to be seriously considered by 
this department and the incoming committee on legislation : 
With the increase of pensions accorded by a generous 
public, many of these pensioners will be the recipients of 
more than $20.00 per month and under the present law 
would thereby be ineligible to the refuge of this home. 
No doubt a few would be enabled to leave it and care for 
themselves, but many would not. What are we going to 
do with them? Turn them out in the cold like a faithful 
old work horse, that is cast out on the commons at the 
approach of winter to shift for himself because no longer 
able to do service belonging to youthful days? 

They have no homes to go to, and few would have 
friends to receive and care for them. Some provision must 
be made for these, either by giving them the option of 
turning over to the home the excess of their pension over 
$20.00 and remaining where they are, or by securing a modi- 
fication of existing regulations. Either one will require 
the action of the next legislature, upon whose patriotism 
and co-operation we can always depend. This subject is 
specially commended to the consideration of the encamp- 
ment. 


Pensions. 


It is a gratification to know that the sentiment of the 
nation has at last awakened congress to an appreciation of 
the services of the soldiers of the Civil War, and to acknowl- 
edge the duty of the government which was preserved, 
to hold a sheltering hand over the heads of the old defenders, 
many of whom, incapaciated by age and infirmity to earn 
a living, are now facing destitution and want. This pension 
is not to be regarded as a gratuity, but a just payment of 
an honest debt long owed and overdue. The overwhelm- 
ing sentiment of the country recognizes the justice and 
humanity of the payment and sets aside the efforts of some 
of our “great organs” which aspire to mould public actions 
and sentiment, and which have untiringly tried to preju- 
dice the public against our welfare and interests. 


“Our Friends, The Enemy.” 
For a long time defamatory and unscrupulous articles 
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have been appearing in the columns of what is styled the 
“Only Paper” regarding the Veterans of the Civil War. 
They have editorially been called “swindlers” and “grafters” 
and the pensions upon which many depended for a scant liv- 
ing were denominated as extortions from the government 
made possible by misrepresentations of the applications 
and through the medium of political influence. 

We might reply that all politicians are not so venal 
as a certain great “New Organ” which subsists largely upon 
political subsidy, but it is needless to dwell upon a fact 
so well known. It has many times been suggested that 
these slanderous articles be publicly replied to, but some felt 
we could not with self respect, afford to enter a newspaper 
controversy through the pages of a journal from whose 
subscription list so many of our comrades have felt im- 
pelled to withdraw their names, and for which we entertain 
so little respect. But it is entirely proper that we mildly 
protest in defense of our common fame, and reputation 
as honorable, truthful, and law-abiding citizens. Such 
attacks never come from those who were men enough to 
stand for their country in time of need. While they never 
found it convenient or necessary to go to Canada, yet as 
long as there was no draft enforced here, it was very pleas- 
ant living in Oregon while others they are now villifying 
were in the Southern fields fighting for those Oregon homes 
and making it possible to afterwards establish great print- 
ing plants and develop great writers like those we fortun- 
ately possess. The “Only Paper’ has continued to ignore 
the fact for three years an army:of examiners was sent 
through the country interviewing personally our pension- 
ers for the purpose of detecting fraud in our pension rolls, 
and that the net result was 596 convictions and the recovery 
of about $20,000.00 at an expense of more than $2,000,000. 
That at a later date a similar examination was made of 
more than 12,000 cases and not a single one of illegal pen- 
sion was found, showing most conclusively that the conduct 
of our pension department was honest and the pensioners 
truthful. But perhaps we should not expect better treat- 
ment from men, who, when they were young, could hear 
their country calling without a quickening of the pulse; who 


never allowed themselves to be stirred by the sound of . 


the long roll, and who never had the courage and patriot- 
ism of real manhood to stand on the firing line in defense 
of home, country, and that liberty which belongs to every 
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freeman. Perhaps they are entitled to our charity, entit- 
led to that charity which “covers a multitude of sins,” so 
to all these scurilous editorials we modestly enter a mild 
disclaimer, with the thought that the writer of them is, 
like Brutus, an “honorable man’. 

Sons of Veterans. 

At last we have promise of a Division of that patriotic 
organization in Oregon, which should be encouraged until 
the promise is realized. In our old age we need the support 
and the company of our sons. They have now reached a 
mature age with the experience and wisdom to guide them 
on a successful and permanent career. In a short time 
the Grand Army will be absent from Memorial day exercises, 
but that day must be perpetuated, and to whom shall we del- 
egate that patriotic duty, but to the sons and daughters 
who will cherish the memory and the deeds of those sleep- 
ing in the silent city? Let the fullest encouragement be 
given to the institution of Camps of the Sons of Veterans 
in every part of our state. 


The Woman’s Relief Corps. 

To that great organization we tender our most sincere 
regards. Their help and sympathy have been the mainstay 
of many Posts and even Departments. It is not too much to 
say that no Post ever yet surrendered its charter when it 
was connected with a good Relief Corps. Our National 
Permanent Fund amounting to about $40,000.00 has been 
largely built up by their donations. Their untiring indus- 
try and abiding patriotism are the glory and the pride of 
the Grand Army, the solace of sick beds and desolate house- 
holds. 

Ladies of the G. A. R. 


And there is still another band of earnest helpers we 
eannot forget to mention. The Grand Army is rich in 
its associations, not the least is that one which sits by our 
hearth stones, presides over homes, rejoices with us in our 
strength and sorrows with our weakness. The Ladies of 
the G. A. R.! They were with us in the darkest days of 
country ever saw they stand by our side in the sunlight of 
National prosperity and greatness. The glory of the victory 
is theirs. 

Conclusion. 


It only remains now for me to say a parting word to 
my associate Officers who have shared the work of the past

year. They have all contributed to its harmony and loyalty. 

Senior Vice Commander Spencer has justified the 
choice of the comrades one year ago when they placed him 
in a position where an accident—which happily for me did 
not occur—would have given him command of the Depart- 
ment. I congratulate him and felicitate myself. 

Junior Vice Commander Pursel has loyally clung to the 
“Union” under the snowy mountains of the Switzerland of 
Eastern Oregon. 

Medical Director Hall has providentially carried us 
through a year of health, peace, and good will towards all 
mankind, and still retains his elasticity and good humor. 

Chaplain Smith has honored his high calling and the 
Department at the same time by honesty of purpose and a 
straight pathway along the journey of life. 

To the Council of Administration I tender my thanks 
for their judicious and careful advice, and for being prompt- 
ly on hand for duty when occasion made a call for their 
services. 

My Official Staff have constituted a happy family with 
not a jar of discord. Inspector Stolz and Patriotic instruc- 
tor Matthews, I met while in the field where they were la- 
boring for the general good and I can freely testify to their 
zeal and efficiency. 

Judge Advocate Colvig has manifested his worth by 
not leading us into any legal entanglements and has not 
winked at any infractions of the law. No fee Bill presented. 

Chief Mustering Officer Nealon has had a strenuous 
year, but has held down with fidelity and satisfaction the 
“Central Point” of our Department. 

But when we come to the name of A. C. Edmunds, the 
Color Bearer, with whom we commenced the year, we must 
pause to contemplate the only vacancy made in our Official 
family by the grim Destroyer. He was a comrade who be- 
lieved to the fullest extent in “One country, and one Flag”’. 

He verified his declaration that he would “carry the 
colors in the parade or die trying.” He fell under the old 
Flag and died in the discharge of his duty. All honor and 
peace to his ashes.

REPORT OF JUNIOR VICE COMMANDER.

them. I would advise the Posts that have no auxiliary to 
have one organized as soon as possible. They will help add 
members to your Post if there are any to be had; they are 
like a good wife or mother in the home; they make your 
Post more agreeable, more attractive, more homelike. The 
social part that an auxiliary will add will cause Comrades to 
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take more pride and a greater interest in their Post work. 
I could name a Post that is short of an auxiliary, that has 
had the same Commander for the last eighteen years, meets 
as often as once a year, and very rarely sends a delegate to 
the Department Encampment. I am a member of Post 18, 
Union, Oregon,—a small town of less than 1500 population, 
according to the last census. We have 17 members. It 
seems almost impossible for us to increase our membership. 
The Corps has assisted the Post in getting in new members 
whenever there was one to be found. Since last November 
we have harvested and threshed out what looks like our last 
crop and mustered in two. I know of but one Comrade in 
our vicinity who it not a member of the Post. He has said 
“No” to all our pleading to become one of us. He was born 
on April Ist (70 years ago) and let us rather blame the date 
—April 1st—than the Comrade, since we all know that April 
1st is accountable for all sorts of absurdities. 

Although our Post is small, we think we are the most 
fortunate one in the United States today, as Union is the 
home and headquarters of both our National President and 
National Secretary of W. R. C., and a local Corps of 99 
members in good standing with two applicants to be initiat- 
ed at their next regular meeting. The Post feels very proud 
of their Corps and with just cause. The Post and Corps 
meet in the same hall and once a month the Corps has a 
program and banquet after their business meeting to which 
the Comrades are all invited and all have a jolly good time. 
We grant our Corps ladies all favors possible and to any- 
thing they see fit to do we cordially say AMEN.

REPORT OF MEDICAL DIRECTOR. 
To the Commander and Comrades :— 


The Medical Director takes pleasure in announcing an 
apparent improvement in the health of surviving comrades 
of this department, more marked during the last quarter of 
the year. 

This improvement is thought to be a result of certain 
treatment that has had a tendency to revive drooping ener- 
gies, stimulate fonder hopes, allay certain anxieties, and ex- 
cite brighter prospects. 
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A peculiarity in this treatment lies in the fact that it 
is not the result of the discovery of any new drug with 
powers to allay pain, quiet nervousness, or excite visions of 
future strength or usefulness, but was brought about by the 
action of certain persons in Washington City who woke up 
to the fact that the cost of living was increasing and there 
was yet a class of men, now rapidly disappearing, whose 
services to the country demanded increased recognition, and 
additional assistance in their declining years to meet this in- 
creased cost of living. These men in Washington after 
much discussion and much thought as to the effect on their 
individual prospects for future political preferment, wisely 
decided to grant farther financial relief, and the effects of 
this relief have been most pronounced in some instances. 


A Past Dept. Commander who before that favorable ac- 
tion in Washington, was walking by the aid of a cane in ap- 
parent distress on account of supposed lumbago, was soon 
relieved and enabled to walk with increased comfort, while 
another comrade occupying the most important staff posi- 
tion in the department, who had been unable at times to get 
to the city office from what he supposed was lumbago, has 
since disposed of his cane and hastened to get his applica- 
tion to the pension authorities for immediate recognition 
and action. 


The gratifying news of this legislation and the pros- 
pects of lessened struggle for food and clothing, have in 
these and many other cases been much more effective as 
curative agents than the Castor oil and Boneset tea of our 
early years, and to each survivor benefited there has come a 
feeling of complacency calculated for the time at least to 
make us forget our woes and look on the world with more 
charitable impulses. Comrades have decided to remain on 
earth a few years longer and battle with the infirmaties of 
age with increased courage. 


During the year the Medical Director was requested by - 


the Adjutant of the National Soldiers Home in southern Cal- 
ifornia, to interest himself in the applications of soldiers de- 
siring admission to that home, on the grounds that appli- 
cants should not be required to pay attorney fees for hav- 
ing their papers prepared. Willingness to do this work for 
such comrades as were within reach was expressed, and 
three applications were forwarded. This work would seem 
to properly belong to the Medical Director when the office is

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT PATRIOTIC INSTRUCTOR. 
Salem, Oregon, June 19, 1912. 
Comrade Newton Clark, 
Commander Department of Oregon, 
Grand Army of the Republic. 
Comrade :— 

I am very grateful to you for the great honor conferred 
upon me by my appointment as Patriotic Instructor for this 
Department, and for the uniform courtesy you have shown 
me during my term of office. 

As you know, the position was unsought by me, and my 
appointment was quite a surprise to myself. I regret that 
circumstances have been such that I could not have ren- 
dered you more efficient service than I have been able to do. 

I have been very much handicapped in my efforts to 
visit the posts throughout the Department, by lack of funds 
being provided to defray expenses, and I was financially un- 
able to pay these expenses myself. So on this account, and 
the fact that I have been in poor health a good portion of 
the time, I have visited but few of the posts. It is to be 
hoped that there may be some provision made in some way 
whereby my successor in office may have his actual travel- 
ing expenses defrayed, if good, effective service is expected 
from him. 

I find that the posts visited are generally in a prosper- 
ous condition, and some of them have increased their mem- 
bership considerably. These recruits come generally from 
Comrades who have come to the Pacific Coast from the 
Eastern States to make their homes here for their remain- 
ing days, in sight of the everlasting snow-capped mountains, 
and who wish to remain affiliated with the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and loyal to it until “taps” shall have sounded 
for them for the last time. 

I regret though to say that I find quite a few old Com- 
rades who have permitted their membership in the G. A. R. 
to lapse, by the non-payment of dues; but they still con- 
tinue to wear the little “bronze button’, in violation of the 
rules of the Order, and of the laws of the State of Oregon. 

The little “bronze button”, which, when honorably worn 
is so dear to the heart of every loyal Grand Army man, is 
an emblem of membership in the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, the same as the Masonic, Odd Fellows, and other Fra- 
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ternal Order’s emblems, when displayed, represent mem- 
bership in those orders. 

When we meet a Comrade wearing the little “‘bronze 
button” and salute him as a member of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, we do not wish to discover that we have been 
deceived, and find that he is not wearing the button honor- 
ably, and is not a member of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. 

During the year I have received from Comrade J. B. 
Lewis, National Patriotic Instructor, some brochures en- 
titled “Post Patriotic Instructors”, which were distributed 
through Department Headquarters, to the several posts 
throughout the Department. This little brochure contains 
much information as to the duties of Post Patriotic Instruc- 
tors, and it is to be hoped will be quite helpful and beneficial 
to them in the performance of their duties. 

I find from reports received, that, prior to Memorial 
Day, as has been the custom, details of Comrades from the 
posts throughout the Department, visited the public schools 
generally, and gave patriotic talks to the pupils, which were 
well received and much appreciated. In most instances pro- 
grams of Patriotic recitations and songs by the pupils had 
been arranged by the teachers of the schools, and usually 
the school buildings were beautifully decorated with flags 
and flowers, and the old Comrades were royally received and 
entertained. 

This is a beautiful custom, and it is to be hoped its 
observance may be continued annually, while there are any 
of the old Comrades spared to attend. 

Memorial Day, the most sacred of all days to the Com- 
rades, has, if possible, been more generally observed 
throughout the Department than formerly. Business was 
generally suspended on that holy day, and patriotic citizens 
joined with the old Comrades in strewing flowers in memory 
of the gallant Comrades who had offered up their lives on 
their Country’s altar, in order that this glorious Republic 
might be preserved. When “taps” have sounded for the 
last of the Comrades, and there are none left to strew the 
flowers over the graves of the departed ones, it is to be 
hoped that patriotic citizens may continue this sacred cus- 
tom, to the end of time. 

There seems to be an increasing interest in the observ- 
ance of “Flag Day” (June 14th), by a general display of 
“Old Glory” from public buildings and at the homes of citi- 
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zens, at each recurring anniversary, which it largely due to 
the work of the G. A. R., and its allied organizations. 

Each recurring year our ranks are being rapidly de- 
pleted by the “grim reaper”, and faces once so familiar to

Motion was made and unanimously adopted that the 
sum of Fifty Dollars be appropriated from the General 
fund for Headquarter 'expenses at the Forty-sixth National 
Encampment at Los Angeles. 

On motion the Assistant Adjutant General was instruct- 
ed to prepare and have printed for distribution, the usual 
number of copies of the Journal of this Eneampment. 

The following resolution was introduced and on motion, 
unanimously adopted by the Encampment. 

Whereas: A number of meetings, aside from the 
regular sessions of this Encampment have been held at 
different times during our three days stay in Salem, which 
have very largely contributed to the success of this Eneamp- 
ment, therefore be it 

Resolved: That the Assistant Adjutant General be, 
and he is hereby instructed to incorporate in the Journal of 
the proceedings of this Encampment an ‘outline of these 
several meetings, especially the address of the National 
President at the reception given by the W. R. C., giving in 
full the beautiful poem “Where the West begins,” so well 
rendered by Mrs. Davis, and that the same be accompanied 
by her picture. 

The Committee on Soldier’s Home presented the follow- 
ing report, which was, on motion adopted as read. 
Newton Clark, 

Commanding Department of Oregon, G. A. R. 

We, your committee on Soldier’s Home beg leave to 
report that we find affairs at this institution in good con- 
dition, except that it is too much crowded to care for all 
the applications that are being made for admission. 

We recommend that the committee on legislation be 
directed to secure if possible, from the next legislature an 
appropriation for additions to the buildings of the Home 
sufficiently large to accommodate all who may apply for 
admission. 
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It is also recommended that some action be taken to- 
ward changing the rule of the Home whereby a soldier 
receiving a pension in excess of twenty dollars per month 
is not admitted.

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UNOFFICIAL PROCEEDINGS. 


The dedicatory exercises of the new Armory built by 
the State of Oregon for the use of the National Guard at 
Salem took place on Tuesday June 18th, at 2:30 p.m. After 
speeches by Adjutant General Finzer and several officers of 
the Oregon National Guard, the dedicatory ceremony was 
performed by Newton Clark, Department Commander of the 
G. A. R., assisted by Comrade J. M. Shelley, Acting Assistant 
Adjutant General. 


Reception and Welcome. 


The public reception and welcome to the Grand Army of 
the Republic and its allied associations took place at the 
Armory on Wednesday June 21st, at 8 p.m. Comrade Gid- 
eon Stolz, Chairman of Committee of Arrangements, 
presiding. 

In the absence of Gov. West, Judge Geo. H. Burnett 
welcomed the visitors in behalf of the State officials, saying 
in part: 

“Tt is a proud moment for a native son of Oregon to wel- 
come to the capital of his state such a distinguished assembly 
as this. But for your sacrifices we might have been a for- 
eign country, not having the privilege of the benificent 
influence of the flag. To you is due the fact that American 
civilization is what it is, to you is due the progress that is 
making the West the principal part of the nation. This city 
is open to you; you are welcome to anything we have. Itis 
all yours. 

It is for us, as you men totter to your graves to take up 
the battles you have left off. The fight is not ended. Our 
duty is still upon us. It is to profit by your example and to 
do our duty as you have done yours.” 

Judge Burnett then paid a graceful tribute to the ladies 
organizations affiliated with the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Mayor Lachmund, in behalf of the City of Salem ex- 
tended the hearty greetings of the good people of Salem. 

He said in part: 

“I feel it an honor to be permitted to take part on this 
occasion, especially as my dear old father served in the 
army of the Union from the beginning until peace was de- 
clared. Many a time has he taken me upon his knee and 
told the stories of the great battles of the war which was 
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fought that 4,000,000 men, black outside but white inside, 
might enjoy equal rights under the law. For these princi- 
ples you fought and won, not for glory but for your country 
and your flag. 

Since that time we have become one great big brother- 
hood. It is meet and proper for us of this generation to 
show respect to those who are so soon to be gathered to 
the great beyond.” 

The Mayor did not forget the ladies, but paid a tribute 
to the W. R. C., and its National President, Mrs. Cora M. 
Davis. | 
Past Department Commander J. P. Shaw responded 
briefly in behalf of the Grand Army, his remarks being 
received with hearty applause by the great audience. 

Mrs. Cora M. Davis, National President of the Woman’s 
Relief Corps was then introduced and spoke as follows: 

“T have traveled through the East, West, North and 
South but I have never stood before a more inspiring aud- 
ience nor attended a better Campfire than this one here in my 
own Department of Oregon. 

To one with so little claim to speechmaking as I have, 
it is indeed disquieting and disconcerting to be called upon 
on occasions of this kind without careful preparation, and 
in my attempt to acknowledge the very gracious introduc- 
tion of your Commander and to measure up to all that might 
naturally be expected of one who occupies so exalted a 
position as I do, I am reminded of the sad predicament of 
the young clergyman who came to his pulpit one Surday 
morning, having forgotten his manuscript. He began un- 
easily by making explanations and apologies and in his 
coufusion and embarrassment said: ‘Brethren I feel sure 
that under the circumstances the Lord will inspire me to say 
just what is best but I hope to be better prepared next time.” 

It is my proud privilege to come to you as the represen- 
tative of the National Woman’s Relief Corps and bring 
you the greetings of the 170,000 women composing its mem- 
bership. The Grand Army of the Republic needs no proof 
of our allegiance, and if the world at large were to ask proof 
we would need to refer to only one item of our past relief, 
and to say that there have been expended by the Woman’s 
Relief Corps $4,019,563.42 in cash for relief, to say nothing 
of the enormous amount of relief other than money, and 
the thousands of dollars spent in the purchase of flags for 
schools and for teaching patriotism. These figures are 
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almost beyond our power to comprehend. How much they 
tell of devotion to country, of fidelity to the memory of our 
martyr dead, of all the soul-magnifying virtues involved in 
that one wide-embracing and most ennobling virtue, patriot- 
ism. 

Among the reflections which we indulge none is more 
ennobling in its influence than contemplation of these pa- 
triot comrades of ours whose lives and deeds link in their 
unfolding the story of our nation and its institutions. ‘Some 
one has beautifully said: ‘Each of these men, in his time 
and place, was the man of the hour to his country, and the 
story of his service is a never-ending source of inspiration 
to love of country.” 

The Civil War will in time come to be known as the 
greatest war on earth because its results: have in a large 
measure changed the destiny of the whole human race and 
havt advanced civilization far beyond the dreams even of 
those who won the victories. The world as well as our 
nation, owes an immeasurable debt of gratitude to our Union 
Soldier for he forged the link that united the unequal chain of 
humanity making civilization and freedom, in their highest 
sense, possible. It has been predicted that the time will 
come when every hero of the Civil War who fought for the 
Union and the abolishment of human slavery, will be lifted 
out of the National niche of honor he now occupies and be 
placed on that greater, loftier pedestal of the world’s heroes. 

Firmly do we believe and unhesitatingly do we teach 
our children to believe that there is no other organization 
on the face of the earth that is the equal of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, whose members by their heroism and sacri- 
fice, have raised this country high above the nations of the 
earth where she stands today peerless, unapproachable, 
sovereign of them all. And so with each passing year 
our devotion to the Grand Army of the Republic grows 
stronger, our gratitude greater, our love purer, our obliga- 
tions more sacred and our lives more consecrated. 

Members of the Union Army, we will keep your memory 
green in our hearts, we will decorate the graves of our fallen 
heroes, and Comrades, when taps shall have sounded for the 
last one of us, our children shall take your names upon their 
lips as a refrain and carry in their hearts your lessons of 
loyalty and devotion so long as our glorious flag stands for 
human liberty and freedom. 

I bring greetings to my own Oregon. After being “a 
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wanderer on the face of the earth” for three months, you 
can scarcely realize what a joyful sense of home-coming 
I felt when I turned my face toward my own Department, 
to Oregon, Queen of the West. To one who must travel 
around as I[ have, it is a satisfaction to know just where the 
West begins. I have recently learned just where that is. 
I am sure you will all want to know so I am going to tell 
you just ““‘Where the West begins”. It is 
“Out where the landscape’s a litle stronger, 
Out where a smile dwells a little longer, » 
That’s where the West begins, 
Out where the sun shines a little brighter, 
Where the snows that fall are a little whiter, 
Where the bonds of home are a wee bit tighter, 
That’s where the West begins. 


“Out where the sky is a trifle bluer, 
Out where friendship’s a little truer, 
That’s where the West begins. 

Out where a fresher breeze is blowing, 

Where there’s laughter in every streamlet flowing, 

Where there’s more of reaping and less of sowing, 

That’s where the West begins. 
“Out where the world is in the making, 
Where fewer hearts with despair are aching, 
That’s where the West begins. 

Where there’s more of singing and less of sighing, 

Where there’s more of giving and less of buying, 

Where a man makes friends without half trying, 

That’s where the West begins.”’ 

Mrs. Rose Houghton, of Seattle, National Junior Vice 
President of the Ladies of the G. A. R., responded in behalf 
of that organization. 

Miss Blanche Liston favored the audience witha reading 
of “Home, Sweet Home” accompanied by Miss Mary Pigler 
as pianist, and the Stalwart Quartet. As an encore she pre- 
sented “America” in pantomine while the quartet sang the 
verses of the hymn behind the scenes. It was a remarkable 
interpretation of the National Hymn and was _ received 
with enthusiasm by the large aundience. 

Mrs Carlton Smith sang “Stars and Stripes forever” 
responding to the encore with “Bunker Hill.” 


One of the very pleasing events of the evening was the

Reception at State House by Woman’s Relief Corps in 
honor of National President: 

With the hall of representatives in the state house 
crowded to the very doors and people standing in the lobby 
eager to hear the program, the women of the W. R. C. last 
night gave one of the finest entertainments ever held in 
this city. It was in honor of the organization’s national 
president, Mrs. Cora M. Davis, who was present last night, 
and in recognition of the presentation of a beautiful flag to 
the Salem high school. It was estimated that 1,000 people 
attended the entertainment. 


Presentation Impressive. 


The Salem high school was highly honored last night 
when the women of the W. R. C. presented the institution 
with a beautiful American flag. Both old soldiers and their 
wives and the Salem public in attendance made the hall of 
representatives ring when the stars and stripes were tender- 
ed to City School Director B. J. Miles by Josephine D. Crock- 
er, an officer of the W. R. C. Mrs. Crocker’s presentation 
speech was as follows: 

“The children of today we look upon as citizens of the 
future to maintain and preserve our glorious nation, and to 
keep for all time Old Glory, the emblem of a free and united 
people.

Whereas, Certain papers and public speakers persist in 
misleading the public by stating that the Pension Depart- 
ment of the Government is being defrauded by granting 
pensions to unworthy men, and going so far as to grant pen- 
sions to those who never served i in the army, and, 


Whereas, By order of the Honorable Commissioner of 
Pensions, every pensioner, male or female, in the State of 
Maryland, has been personally visited by experienced Spe- 
cial Examiners of the Pension Bureau, detailed for that pur- 
pose, and it is a matter of congratulation that of the more 
than 12,000 thus visited not asingle case was found involving 
the least suspicion of fraud; thus vindicating, in the highest 
degree, the integrity of the Pension Bureau and the honesty 
of the pensioners.

General Orders No. 5. 
Portland, Oregon, Oct. 27th,1911. 


Many inquiries have been received concerning the 
statute known as the Indigent Soldiers’ and Sailors’ law, 
the Department Commander directs that the law be pub- 
lished in order that the comrades may be advised of their 
rights under the statute. 

Some of the County Courts of the state seem inclined 
to ignore the plain provisions of the statute. In such cases 
it is reeommended that the posts take such steps as may be 
necessary to produce a compliance with the law. 


(Oregon Code. lLord’s Oregon Laws.) 


Relief for Indigent Soldiers and Sailors. 


Sec. 4881. Levy of tax for Indigent Soldiers and Sailors. 

The county courts of the several counties of this state 
are hereby authorized and directed to levy, in addition 
to the taxes now authorized to be levied by law, a tax not 
exceeding one-tenth and not less than one-thirtieth of one 
mill upon the taxable property in their respective counties, 
to be levied and assessed as now provided by law for the 
assessment and collection of taxes, to create a fund for the 
relief of indigent soldiers, sailors and marines who served 
in the Union army at any time from April 12, 1861 to April 
12, 1865, and of indigent soldiers, sailors and marines 
who served in the Spanish American War or the Phillipine 
Insurrection, and who received an honorable discharge there- 
from and who have resided in Oregon three months; and for 
the relief of indigent soldiers and volunteers who served not 
less than ten days in any of the Indian wars in Oregon, 
Washington or Idaho, or who received a permanent disabil- 


ity while in such service, and who have resided in Oregon . 


three months; and for the relief of the indigent widows 
and minor children of such soldiers, sailors, marines and 
volunteers, and to defray the funeral expenses and the ex- 
penses of the last sickness of such soldiers, sailors, marines 
and volunteers; and in case no levy is made by the Board 
of County Commissioners of any county for any year for 
the objects herein specified, all warrants drawn for the pur- 
poses set forth in this chapter shall be paid from the funds 
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in the treasury of the county the same as though such levy 
had been duly made. (L. 1889, p. 52, sl; L. 1893, p. 41, sl; 
L. 1901, p. 178, sl; B. & C. S. 3591.) 

Section 4382. Manner of proceeding for relief of ben- 
eficiaries fund. 

Upon the passage of this act, the commander of any 
post of the Grand Army of the Republic, or any camp of 
Indian War Veterans, or of any post or camp of veterans 
of the Spanish American War or Phillipine Insurrection, 
proposing to undertake the relief provided herein, shall file 
with the county clerk of the county within which said post 
or camp may be situate, the names of the commander or 
captain and other officers of such post or camp, and the 
names of the relief committee thereof, if any, and shall 
also file a notice in writing that such post or camp will under- 
take the relief of the indigent persons provided for in the 
preceding section; and by the fourth ‘Monday in January 
of each year shall file with the County Clerk a similar notice, 
and shall also render and file a detailed statement of the 
relief furnished during the preceding year, and the amount 
thereof, the names of the persons to whom furnished, and 
on whose recommendation, and such other facts and sug- 
gestions as may be deemed material. Such commander and 
captain shall also file a bond, with one or more sureties to be 
approved by the county court or judge thereof, in a sum 
not less than one hundred dollars ($100), and not more than 
one thousand dollars ($1000), the amount to be fixed by the 
county court or judge thereof, which said bond shall run 
to the county judge and his successors in said office, condi- 
tioned that if said commander or captain shall faithfully 
apply all the funds that shall come into his hands for that 
purpose to the relief of the indigent persons named in Sec. 
4381, the same shall be void. In case said bond shall be 
enforced, there shall be recovered from the principal and 
sureties thereon three times the amount which shall be 
found to be misappropriated, which shall be paid into the 
county treasury. On the approval and filing of said bond, 
and on the recommendation of the relief committee of any 
post or camp, orders shall be drawn in favor of the com- 
mander or captain of any post or camp in the same manner 
as orders are now drawn for the relief of the poor, which 
said orders shall designate thereon the names of the person 
or persons for whom the relief is intended; and in like man- 
ner a sum not exceeding forty-five dollars ($45), may be 
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drawn to pay the funeral expenses of an indigent soldier, 
sailor, marine of volunteer named in the preceding section. 
(L. 1889; p. 5383 s; 2; L. 18938, 6, 42,’'s. 2; L. 1901, praise 
2; B.& C.S. 3592.) 

Sec. 4383. County Judge shall act in what case. 

In case there is no post or camp within any county of 
this state, the county judge thereof shall undertake the 
relief provided in this chapter. (L. 1889, p. 53, s. 3; B. & 
©. 5. 80985) 

Sec. 4384. Veterans, how provided for: Restriction 
as to sending to poorhouse. 

The county judge in the county within which there is 
a post of the Grand Army of the Republic, an organization 
of Mexican War Veterans, or a camp of Indian War Veter- 
ans, shall be prohibited from sending any persons of the 
class for whom relief by this act is provided, to the county 
poorhouse without the consent of the commander or cap- 
tain of the post or camp or chief officer of such organiza- 
tion first obtained; and all the indigent persons named in 
this chapter shall be provided for, so far as practicable, 
at their homes. (L. 1889, p. 54,5.4; B. & C. s. 3594.)

The unlawful wearing of the badge or button of the 
Grand Army of the Republic is a fruitful source of com- 
plaint by the comrades, as cases of imposition by those un- 
authorized to wear the same are of frequent occurrence. 


There is no reason, good, bad, or indifferent why any 
soldier desiring to wear the insignia of the Grand Army of 
the Republic honorably should not do so by eonnecting him- 
self with some post of the order, and thus be in touch with 
his comrades as in the old days. Should he have such small 
regard for them as to be unwilling to assist in supporting 
the Order which has done and is now doing so much in 
protecting the rights of old veterans and caring for his de- 
pendent ones, he certainly should not claim the honors of 
membership by unlawfully wearing the badge or button. 


The Department Commander directs that the law of 
Oregon relating to this matter be published for the informa- 
tion of all concerned, also extract from rules and regulations 
of the G. A. R. and resolution unanimously adopted at 30th 
Annual Encampment of this Department on June 29th, 1911. 


From Hill’s Annotated Laws of Oregon, Chap. 8, Sec. 
EON 


“Any person who shall willfully wear the badge or 
button of the Grand Army of the Republic, or who shall 
use or wear the same to obtain aid or assistance thereby 
within this State, unless he ‘shall be entitled to use or wear 
the same under the rules and regulations of the Department 
of Oregon, Grand Army of the Republic, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment for a term not to exceed thirty 
days in the county jail or a fiine not to exceed twenty dol- 
lars, or by both such fine and imprisonment.”

To this end 
copies of a petition accompany this General Order with the 
hope and expectation that every comrade will sign said peti- 
tion thereby honoring and perpetuating the name of the 
immortal Lincoln.

The special attention of Post Commanders, Adjutants 
and Quartermasters is called to the semi-annual reports 
to Department Headquarters, blanks for which accompany 
these Gen. Orders. 

The Post Commanders will see that these reports are 
made out in full, and will assure themselves that they are 
correct before aft and forwarding to these headquar- 
ters. 


The figures in red ink must in no case be changed. 


It is expected that the Adjutants will give, in the 
proper columns, the names and military records of all gains 
or losses in the post for the term, and make a summary 
of the same in the column headed ‘‘Recapitulation,”’ and 
will make a full list of the present officers of the post 
(not the newly elected officers) on the face of the blank, 
not neglecting to give time and place of post meetings at 
the bottom. 

The Quartermaster will also make a full report of the 
finances of the post, giving cash on hand, receipts from 
all sources, disbursements, relief fund (if there be one), 
and full acount of post property. If the books of the 
Adjutant and Quartermaster have been properly kept, 
these reports can be filled out in a few minutes’ time and 
with no great strain upon the mental faculties. 


The Department Commander would also urge upon 
the Post Officers the duty of prompt attention to these 
reports. The proper time to attend to them is immediately 
after the last meeting in December. At that time the. 
work of the year is closed, and it is not necessary to wait 
until the first of January to forward them. When they 
are ready they should be forwarded to the Assistant Ad- 
jutant General at 229 Labbe Building, Portland, with per ~ 
capita tax at the rate of twenty cents for each member in 
good standing. 


The semi-annual reports must be received at Head- 
quarters not later than January 15, 1912. 
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IT. 


Blanks for election reports are also enclosed, which 
are to be filled out immediately after the election and re- 
turned to this office. Adjutants are specially requested 
to give the names of all Past Post Commanders in good 
standing in their respective posts, in order that they may 
be placed upon the roll of the Department Encampment.

If any Adjutants have failed to send in reports of 
deaths occurring in their posts during the term, they are 
urged to forward them with the term reports, that the 
names of our deceased comrades may be placed upon the 
roll of honor and published in the Journal of the Encamp- 
ment. é 


IV. 


The Assistant Adjutant General is in receipt of a let- 
ter from National Headquarters stating that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief is planning to visit this Department early 
in 1912. As soon as the date of his visit is made known, 
notice will be given, in order that all comrades who can 
do so may have an oportunity of meeting him. 


V. 


The proposition to make the birthday of Abraham 
Lincoln a legal holiday in the State of Oregon, by initiative 
petition, is in line with the patriotic purposes of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and should receive the hearty sup- 
port of every comrade. Blank petitions will be received by 
all Post Commanders in the next few days, and it cer- 
tainly is not necessary to urge upon them the duty of see- 
ing that they have wide circulation. Enlist the co-operation 
of the young people in the work, and instead of the 8000 
signatures needed to place the bill on the ballot, let us 
make the number two or three times as large. See that 
every voter in your respective neighborhoods has an oppor- 
tunity to sign. ,

The Assistant Inspectors appointed as announced in 
Gen. Orders No. 4 are reminded of the importance of the 
duty assigned them, and that it is imperative that a report 
be received from every post in the Department. In case 
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any of the appointees are unable to attend to their duty, 
the Post Commander may detail some comrade of the post 
to perform the same.

The Council of Administration convened at Depart-

III. 


These Headquarters have received copies of a book of 
instruction for Post Patriotic Instructors, defining their 
duties and giving instructions as to their proper perform- 
ance. These will be sent out herewith to the Commander 
of each post, who is urged to place them in the hands of the 
Patriotic Instructor of his post and to see that the work of 
that officer (one of the most important in our Order) is prop- 
erly attended to. 
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IV. 


The Department Commanders note with pleasure 
the interest taken in the Sons of Veterans in this Depart- 
ment. Three Camps have been instituted since the last 
General Orders were issued: Huntington No. 45 at Oregon 
City, Owen Summers No. 46 at Portland, and Antietam No. 
AT at St. Johns. 

The Comrades are urged to do all in their power to en- 
courage these new organizations and to assist in forming 
Camps where none exist. Our work must not be allowed to 
cease with the passing of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, and to whom shall we leave that work if not to those of 
our own blood? 

The serious illness of the organizer, Comrade John 
Huntington, has hindered the work somewhat, but with his 
recovery, which is speedily hoped for, the work of organ- 
izing the Division of Oregon will be resumed. 

It is desired that the Division be ready for institution 
before the meeting of the Thirty-first Annual Encampment 
in June.

The Department Commander desires to express his 
gratification at the very general observance of the 103d 
anniversary of the birth of Abraham Lincoln by the posts 
of the Grand Army and other patriotic organizations in 
this Department. In this connection he would call the 
attention of the Post Commanders to the petitions for bill 


making the birthday of Lincoln a legal holiday in Oregon, 
which were sent out from this office some time since, and 
to remind the comrades of their duty in securing the signa- 
tures necessary to place the bill upon the ballot at the com- 
ing state election. 

We must have the signatures of 10,000 legal voters to - 
these petitions, and the Grand Army of the Republic can 
honor the memory of the immortal Lincoln in no more fit- 
ting manner than by placing our great commonwealth in 
line with her sister states and thus calling the attention 


of the people, old and young, to the great character and 
the great deeds of this greatest American, with each recur- 
rong year. 
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It will be a disgrace to the Grand Army if this measure 
is allowed to fail because of the indifference and neglect of 
the comrades of this Department. Very few of the blanks 
sent out to the posts have been returned to this office up 
to this date. 

We cannot hire these petitions filled for lack of funds 
and we would not if we could; it should be a labor of love 
on the part of the comrades. Let us get to work and show 
to the people of Oregon that the Grand Army is not a col- 
lection of antiquities, or of back numebrs, but a live organi- 
zation which remembers and honors its great leaders and 
the eternal principles of righteousness for which they stood.

Comrades: Memorial Day, May 30, the Veteran’s An- 
nual Sabbath, will soon be here with its memories of the 
past renewing the presence of the old Defenders of National 
unity and of the old Flag which has never been lowered and 
which has ever been the symbol and the guaranty of a high- 
er, purer and beter civilization. “Old Glory” does not mean 
imperialism—that is oppression—it promises, and gives, 
peace and prosperity. When waved over our Southern fields 
it brought manhood to one race and a higher civilization 
to another. The light of its stars ended tyranny in Cuba; 
its rays reflected peace and civilization to a new nation in 
the far islands of the sea; wherever it has been unfurled, 
whether under Southern skies, in the Orient of the Occident, 
its gift was that of greater human happiness and prosperi- 
ty. Its prototype is the Roman Eagle which dominated the 
Globe, but its work is grander, because it confers blessings 
of a higher order upon the human race. As it is entitled to 
honor, so we must honor the memory of those who gave 
their services and their lives to holding it aloft at the time 
of National distress and peril. More than two millions of 
men assembled to protect it—more than three hundred thou- 
sand never returned. To that great body of citizens warriors 
this day is dedicated. Let the Flag everywhere be displayed 
at half mast until noon, and raised at full mast in the after 
noon. The decorations of cemeteries will be carefully at- 
tended to. 

Let no grave go unhonored. It may be a nameless one, 
but the sleeper did his duty while living. We may not neg- 
lect his resting place now. ‘Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life for his friends.” 


Posts so situated that it can be observed should assist 


the Woman’s Relief Corps in their beautiful custom of 
strewing flowers on the streams which flow to the mighty 
deep, beneath which so many of our sailor heroes rest. 

All organized bodies, both civic and military, are in- 
vited to join with us. 

The Sons of Veterans will this year have some camps 
to fall in line. Where there is no camp, if the unorganized

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sons of Veterans will form, they will be given the place of 
honor in the formation—and the Daughters of Veterans 
with them—there is glory enough for all. 

The Woman’s Relief Corps, and the Ladies of the Grand 
Army, are our honored co-workers, and their full attendance 
is requested. And here we must make a request upon the 
patriotism of our citizens who are the fortunate proprietors 
of automobiles or conveyances of any kind, to help those 
who are unable to walk to the cemetery. Some of our lady 
members are in the three-score and ten class, and some of 
our old Comrades have by reason of infirmities, made their 
last march and an accomodating ride would be greatly ap- 
preciated.

The exercises of the day will include the reading of Lin- 
coln’s Gettysburg address and Logan’s Gen. Order No. 11 
of May, 1868, copies of which are enclosed with this order.

Again our day of memory approaches, the day of all 
days most sacred in the calendar of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and our hearts glow with its tender message as 
we plan to render loving tribute to the boys who marched 
forth with us to battle in the long ago. Down through the 
long vista of the years they come trooping, not bent with 
age or silver-haired, but young and stalwart, with the light 
of a great purpose upon their boyish faces. True, some of 
the “low green tents” have been pitched since the last Mem- 
orial Day, but in memory our comrades live for us in a land 
of perpetual youth and beauty. 

They have passed to the final bivouaec, and we who re- 
main are but the rear guard of a once mighty army; yet 
the little company which covers the successful retreat is 
an important part of the command, and there is still work 
for us which may be significant in results.

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PRESIDENT LINCOLN’S ADDRESS AT GETTYSBURG. 
NOVEMBER 19, 1863. 


Four score and seven years ago, our Fathers brought 
forth on this continent a new Nation, conceived in Liberty 
and dedicated to the proposition that all men are created 
equal. Now we are engaged in a great Civil War; testing 
whether that Nation or any Nation so conceived and so dedi- 
cated, can long endure. Weare met on a great battlefield of 
that war. We have come to dedicate a portion of that field 
as a final resting place for those who here gave their lives 
that that Nation might live. It is altogether fitting and 
proper that we should do this. 

But, in a larger sense, we cannot dedicate—we cannot 
consecrate—we cannot hallow—this ground. The brave 
men, living and dead, who struggled here, have consecrated 
it far above our poor power to add or detract. The world 
will little note, nor long remember, what we say here, but it 
can never forget what they did here. It is for us, the living, 
rather, to be dedicated here to the unfinished work which 
they who fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. It 
it rather for us to be here dedicated to the great task remain- 
ing before us,—that from these honored dead we take in- 
creased devotion to that cause for which they gave the last 
full measure of devotion—that we here highly resolve that 
these dead shall not have died in vain—that this Nation, un- 
der God, shall have a new birth of freedom—and that gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, for the people, shall 
not perish from the earth. 
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With this Journal of Proceedings we present a group 
photograph of seven Past Commanders of the Department 
of Oregon, accompanied by brief biographical sketches. 


NORMAN S. PIERCE. 


Norman S. Pierce, was born at South Glastonbury, Conn. in &

and on the organization of the Department of Oregon March 20, . 
1882, he received the appointment of Provisional Commander. 


At the permanent organization of the Department, Sept. 
28th, 1882 he was elected its first Commander and was a member u 
and zealous worker in the Department Encampments for nine @ 
consecutive sessions. 


Comrade Pierce was a trustee of his post for nine years pre- 4 
# vious to 1892 and Director of the G. A. R. Hall Association for 
i two years. 
_ To his good judgement and energy the organization in its A 
fH early years owes much, for its success and growth. 


He died Jan. 4th 1904. 
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GAVIN E. CAUKIN. 


Gavin Edmond Caukin was born July 16th, 1827 in 
Livingston Co. N. Y.; the family removed to Macomb Co. 
Mich. in 1831, where he grew up a farmer boy, received a. 
cammon school education and learned the trade of a cabi- 
net-maker. 

In 1858 he removed to Winona County, Minn. where 
he enlisted Feb. 27th, 1864, as recruit in Co. K, 1st Minn. 
Inf., and on reduction of the regiment, May 5th, 1864 to a 
battalion of two companies he was assigned to Co. “B”, 
serving in the First Brigade, Second Division, Second Army 
Corps in the siege of Petersburg during the campaign of 
1864-5. 

We was promoted and mustered as Captain of new Co. 
“EK”? March 25th, 1865, and discharged on tender of his 
resignation, June 15th, 1865, and locating at Minneapolis 
engaged in the insurance business, removed to Virginia 
City, Nev. in 1873, and from thence to Portland in March, 
1881, to become District Agent for the Travelers Insurance 
Co. of Hartford, Conn. for Oregon, Washington and British 
Columbia. 

He joined George Wright Post, No. 1 by transfer on 
Memorial Day, 1881. Was elected Department Commander 
February 22d, 1883, and has attended every Department 
Encampment held in the state assisting also in organizing 
and promoting the interests of the loyal Auxiliary, the Wo- 
man’s Relief Corps. 

He took the lead in organizing, in Nov, 1885, the Ore- 
gon Commandery of the Loyal Legion, holding the chief 
executive office of Recorder continuously since, except a 
short interim in the nineties, during which he filled the 
several offices of Vice-Commander and Commander, after 
which he resumed and continued the duties of Recorder 
and is still zealous and active in the service of these patri- 
otic Orders.

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MARTIN L. OLMSTEAD. 


M. L. Olmstead was born in the State of New York, in 
the year 1844, and was mustered into the United States 
service in Co. H. 18th, N. Y. Inf. Vols., at Elmira, N. Y. on 
May 14th 1861. He was transferred to Co. A. 78th N. Y. 
Inf., (also known as the “Cameron Highlanders,”) in April 
1862, the regiment under Col. Daniel Ullman leaving the 
state on the 29th of April. The command served at Wash- 
ington, D. C. Harpers Ferry Va., taking part in the battle 
of Cedar Mountain on Aug. 9th, 1862. The regiment was 
attached to the second Div. second Army Corps at that time 
and lost 22 men killed and wounded in the above named ac- 
ion. Afterwards the command was attached to the 20th 
Corps in the Army of the Cumberland. Comrade Olmstead 
was transferred to the 102d, N. Y. Inf. on July 12, 1864, 
and took part in the Atlanta campaign, the march from At- 
lanta to the sea and through the Carolinas and Virginia, 
taking part in the grand review at Washington in May 
1865. He was mustered out of service in August 1865. He 
participated in many of the important battles of the war, 
among them Antietam, Chancellorsville, and Gettysburg 
with the Army of the Potomac, and at Dalles, Resaca, Pine 
Mountain, Peach Tree Creek and Atlanta in the Georgia 
campaign. He was wounded at Chancellorsville Gettysburg 
and Lost Mountain and saw and performed much and im- 
portant service. 

After the war he studied law, was admitted to the bar, 
coming to Oregon in 1874, was made one of the circuit 
judges of the state. 

He joined Garfield Post No. 3, in Portland, in 1885 and 
removing to Baker City took transfer to Joe Hooker Post 
No. 20 of that place 

He was elected Commander of the Department at the 
Encampment in Portland in 1887, afterwards chosen Com- 


mander of his post in 1889 and its Chaplain in 1891. 
On acount of ill health he removed from the state in 


1910 and is now (Dec. 1912) a resident of San Diego Cal.

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FRANK H. LAMB. 


Frank H. Lamb was born in Worcester, Mass., Oct. 
11th, 1842. Enlisted June 15th, 1861 as private in Co. G. 
74th, N. Y. Vols., for three years. While on detached serv- 
ice he was captured at the battle of Front Royal Va. May 
1862 and taken to Libby prison. Was exchanged and mus- 
tered out of the service. 

Immediately upon his return to Washington Jan. 2, 
1863 he entered the Telegraph Corps and served in the De- 
partment of the South until the fall of 1864. He took part 
in all the mportant movements which occurred during that 
year. He came to the Pacific Coast in 1866 as district Su- 
perintendent of the W. U. Telegraph Co. and is still em- 
ployed in the same capacity. 

He joined the Grand Army of the Republic in October 
1881 as a member of Geo. H. Thomas Post No. 2 San Fran- 
cisco Cal. and transferred to Garfield Post No. 3 of Portland 
in 1882. Was elected Senior Vice Commander of his Post 
in 1883; Commander in 1884, and Senior Vice Department 
Commander the same year. Was elected Department Com- 
mander in 1884 and re-elected in 1886. 

Was commissioned as Brigadier General, Second Bri- 
gade, Oregon State Militia to which position he was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Moody April 27th, 1885. 

His present residence is in San Francisco.

A. E. Borthwick was born in Schorarie Co. New York, 
enlisted Nov. 16th, 1861, at the age of 16 at Brooklyn, N.

Mobile Ala. Nov. and Dec. 1864; wounded at McLeods Mili, 
Miss. Dec. 10th in charge on rebel lines to destroy bridge 
on Mobile and Ohio R. R. On the Mobile campaign with 
Gen. Steele’s Column from Pensacola Fla. to Stockton Ala. 
investing Fort Blakely on the northern approach. After 
the surender of Fort Blakely marched to Montgomery, tak- 
ing part on April 11th, 1885 at Mt. Pleanast Ala., in one of 
the last engagements of the war; afterwards sent to Taiia- 
dega, Ala., from which central point is supplied refugees, 
issued rations and protected citizens in Northern Alabama, 
mustered out at Albany N. Y., Nov. 27th, 1865.

After an engagement teaching school at St. Joseph, 
Mo., was engaged in contract work in construction of the 
Union and Central Pacific R. R. until their completion at 
Promontory Point Utah.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER. 


Headquarters of the Grand Army of the Republic of the Department 
of Oregon. 

To the Comrades assembled in the Thirty-second Annual Encampment: 
Comrades, I herewith return the official honors you were pleased 

to confer on me one year ago at Salem, Oregon, where we were 

treated royally by the Comrades and the ladies and citizens; the fine 

reception we were tendered and the pleasant memories remain with 

me § still. 


VISITATIONS. 


I did not visit as many Posts as I would have liked during 1912, as 
I thought the Spring of 1913 would bring out better weather, but it 
did not come, so I kept putting it off until it got too far along in 
May, and then I could not go as often as I would have liked. I made 
an official visit to Salem, Oregon City, Forest Grove, and the ten 
Posts in Multnomah County very often, and the visits were always 
pleasant and instructive to me. I would have been pleased to have 
visited all the Posts in the Department and to have grasped the hands 
of the Comrades and to look into their kindly faces and to hear their 
kind words: ‘How are you, Commander?’ and to go over the old 
war times from 1861 to 1865, and each one would have his own remem- 
brance of the war days; but that was not my pleasure, as I could not 
go in the bad weather, so the Comrades and the good ladies of the 
Relief Corps will have to take the will for the deed—the heart was 
willing. 


MEBMERSHIP. 


We have 63 Posts now in good standing in the Department, con- 
sisting of 1983 members as shown by the last semi-annual report. Not- 
withstanding the large death rate the reports show a net gain of 41 
members during the year. One new Post has been added to the roll, 
Corinth No. 35, at Tillamook, on August 24, 1912, mustered by Chief 
Mustering Officer, William Clemens. 


THE GETTYSBURG ANNIVERSARY. 


This being the fiftieth anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg 
the State of Pennsylvania has appropriated $250,000, the U. S. Gov- 
ernment $175,000 for the proper celebration of this Peace Jubilee. 
Many of the states of the Union have appropriated money for the 
transportation of all comrades and Confederate soldiers wishing to 
participate. The State of Oregon appointed two commissioners and 
appropriated $5,000 toward the transportation of all soldiers, both 
Union and Confederate, who were engaged in that battle. The Com- 
mittee on Legislation drafted a bill and asked your Department Com- 
mander to go to Salem to the legislature and have it introduced. I 
did so and asked for $5,000, which was cheerfully granted by both 
houses, and I hope the Encampment will give them a vote of thanks 
for the same. I was never refused by any member of either house 
whom I interviewed on the subject. 

It was supposed at this time that the above amount would be 
sufficient for the expenses of all who were eligible to attend as shown 
by the registration at Department Headquarters.

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After the passage of the bill many applications were received at 
Headquarters, making the appropriation inadequate for the transpor- 
tation of all. Through the kindness of the Governor arrangements 
were made with the railroads to supply the deficiency. 


FORTY-SIXTH NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 


The 46th National Encampment was visited at Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, by the Department officers and representatives. Left the 
Union Depot on the 7th of September, 1912, at 3 p. m. We had ten 
sleepers and two diners and one baggage car, a special train. We 
stopped at different points and the Drum Corps would go out and 
serenade the people and all were pleased to see the Comrades and 
their wives all so happy at our time of life. We arrived at Los Angeles 
at 3:35 p. m., on Monday, the 9th day of September, 1912, and went 
to the Department Headquarters at the Baltimore Hotel, and every 
evening we had an entertainment, so that we were always going. 
On Wednesday the parade was a large affair. The streets were 
crowded with the ladies dressed in white and all carrying flags to 
wave at us and cheer us along our way. The line was about five miles 
long and we only made a few stops. The weather was delightful and 
we had no accidents during the parade. Our Divisiom was in command 
of the Department Commander of Oregon and the Veteran Drum Corps 
ahead of it and the ovation the boys received was simply great. Our 
Drum Corps was the only one that had seen service in the Civil War 
and the Comrades behaved fine and did splendid work; they seemed 
never tired and were always cheerful. Every one spoke well of them 
while we were in and around Los Angeles and the Comrades of our 
Department received great cheers along the line. | 

We visited the Soldiers’ Home at Santa Monica, Cal., and saw the 
buildings and grounds, and had lunch at the Committee’s expense. 
Commander-in-Chief Trimble’s headquarters were at the Alexandra 
Hotel, a fine place to go and visit other Comrades from other States. 
I visited old Massachusetts members and had a happy time talking 
and lunching with the Comrades and ladies of the Corps of Massa- 
chusetts, my old State. 

We came back by the coast route to San Francisco and visited the 
towns across the Bay. On the 17th of September I was at Haywards, 
California. It was the 50th Anniversary of the Battle of Antietam 
and the schools were in session, so my friend’s daughter invited me 
to address the children at the school, so I talked to the different 
classes about the battle and patriotism, and loyalty to the old flag. 

I desire to thank the Posts of our Department for the response to 
the ery of distress from the Comrades of Ohio. The call was made 
by me and the Posts subscribed $368, which our Adjutant General 
sent to C. W. Blodgett, Department Commander of Ohio, for the 
families of the Comrades of his Department. 


OREGON SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Is well kept by Comrade Elder and his good wife, and Governor 
West has been and will be the friend of the Comrades. He told our 
Committee that the boys could stay there if they received more than 
$20.00 per month, so the Comrades felt easy, but the legislature 
placed -the Home under the care of a Board of Control, consisting 
of the Governor, Secretary of State and State Treasurer, (since the 
above was written the Board has raised the limit to $30 per month.) 

The Home is crowded now, and the Comrades have to have their 
names on the waiting list; but I am informed that they are going 
to make an addition so as to accommodate more, and that will be 


good for the boys. 
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OLD GLORY—FLAG DAY. 


The flag of our country must be respected at all times and places 
as it stands for the Nation that you Comrades so bravely defended, and 
to have it respected at home and abroad as the emblem of freedom, 
equal rights and protection to all citizens of America who are willing 
to obey the laws of the land, and to those who are not, send them to 
some other country, where they belong, as we have no room for them 
here. May our flag long wave over you good Comrades and the good 
people of our land. 


ENCAMPMENT. 


Comrades, while we are assembled here this 17th day of June, 9V3. 
we remember that it was on this day, June 17th, that our Revolutionary 
Soldiers assembled at Bunker Hill and met the British, 137 years ago, 
for American freedom; and the Army of the Potomac met the Confed- 
erate troops at Aldie, Loudon County, Virginia, 50 years ago today in 
a battle for freedom, and we won that battle with a large loss of life. 
My regiment alone lost out of 294 members in eight companies, 198 
killed, wounded and missing, whose bodies lie buried in the soil of old 
Virginia, and the day brings sad memories to me every year as it rolls 
around. 


WOMEN’S RELIEF CORPS OF OREGON. 


The gratitude of the Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic 
to this auxiliary is beyond computation. Many of our Posts owe a 
great deal to the helping hand‘and encouragement they received from 
these noble women banded together to give assistance to the families 
of the Comrades in sickness:and in distress; as old age comes on us 
and our earning capacity décreases, these noble women step to the 
front and relieve our wants, and may the choicest blessings rest with 
them and upon them for all time to come. 


THE LADIES OF THE GRAND ARMY. 


While they are not the auxiliary of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
they are composed as they say of the wives, mothers, sisters and 
daughters of the soldiers of the Civil War, and a patriotic band who 
do some good to some Posts, as I have been informed, and our best 
wishes go out to all loyal women enlisted in behalf of the Civil War 
Veterans. : 


DEPARTMENT HEADQUARTERS. 


Owing to the kindness of the county court of Multnomah County a 
pleasant and commodious room in the new court house has been 
assigned to the Department for Headquarters, entirely free of cost.

REPORT OF JUNIOR VICE-DEPARTMENT 
COMMANDER. 


Oregon City, Oregon, June 15, 1913. 
To the Commander and Comrades, Department of Oregon, G. A. R.: 

I have the honor as Junior Vice Commander of this Department 
to report to you that I have obeyed all orders sent to me from 
Headquarters, that I have visited two Posts and found that the 
Officers and Comrades had forgotten the ritual and were unable to 
muster in a recruit in due form. 

I found an Officer of the Day in one Post of the Department who 
was not able to instruct a recruit in the unwritten work of the Order. 
I would earnestly recommend that the Comrades post themselves up 
for the good of the Order. I have had the honor of serving Meade 
Post No. 2, three and one-half years as Adjutant and Patriotic In- 
structor, and during the present year have visited eleven schools and 
addressed more than three thousand pupils, in which work I was 
assisted by the Drum Corps, the Relief Corps, the Post Commander 
and Comrades of Meade Post No. 2. 

The Comrades and ladies of the W. R. C. are doing all in their 
power tc teach patriotism to the rising generation. Every school we 
visited greeted us warmly and nearly all served refreshments, the 
elegant lunch served by the Oregon City High School having been 
cooked by the pupils. The interest in this work is growing each year 
and I would strongly recommend all comrades to visit the public 
schools wherever possible to do so. 

I have assisted in organizing a Veteran Association of Oregon 
that recognizes all soldiers and sailors of all wars of the United 
States, in this manner bringing together all who have loved and 
fought for the old flag—our “Old Gnory.”’ 

We have recruited all Comrades of the Civil War whom it was 
possible to induce to join the G. A. R., so that Meade Post is stronger 
today than a year ago, although seven comrades have answered the 
last roll call during the year. 

Well, Comrades, let us close up the ranks, touch elbows and do 
our whole duty to God, our Country and our Comrades.

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The next report in order was that of the Medical Director, 
which was referred, after reading, to the following Comrades: 
W.N. Morse, H. S. Fargo and 8S. W. Taylor. 


To the Commander and Comrades: 

Passing years seem to show increased appreciation of the services, 
and respect for the survivors of the Civil War. This may be shown 
to some extent because of the belief, as speakers tell us, that we 
will soon all be gone, illustrating the truth of the adage, ‘‘Blessings 
brighten as they take their flight.’’ Since the public is disposed to 
say complimentary things to us, and the scholars of the public schools 
are taught to look upon us as somewhat interesting relics of a war 
that they have been compelled to study about in their school histories, 
and the nation at large continues prosperous as a result of the preser- 
vation of the Union, and commercial exchange between the different 
nations, there are inducements offered us, the survivors of that war, 
to remain on earth and enjcy some of the benefits offered, notwith- 
standing the fact that we have pretty generally reached the three 
score and ten year milepost in our years of life, and orators continue 
to tell us we will soon depart and go the way of all the earth. 

In view of these and other inducements, and in view of the 
general desire of the Comrades to spend several more years in noting 
the progress of events, the medical department feels justified in offer- 
ing some suggestions intended to promote longevity. 

Recent study into causes of death in old age show that intestinal 
auto intoxication figures largely as a causative factor. This has noth- 
ing to do with automobiles, for the intoxication is not necessarily 
alcoholic, but the term indicates poisoning as a result of the retention 
and decomposition of undigested matter in the large intestine of the 
human body. We are apt to eat more than we can digest and assimi- 
late, and are not careful enough to dispose of the surplus by regular 
and sufficient movements of the bowels, so that from this retained 
surplus, toxines are formed, and toxines are but another term for 
poisons. These toxines are auto toxines because formed within the 
body and not introduced from without. Fermentation and decom- 
position do take place within our bodies under certain circumstances, 
and the decomposed products do harm by interfering with the functions 
of heart, liver, kidney and brain. 

Another term used to express a quite frequent cause of death in 
the aged is Arterio Sclerosis, a hardening of the walls of arteries, 
weakening them and predisposing to apoplexy which quickly removes 
its victim from among the living. This hardening of the arterial walls 
brings death in other ways and is now recognized as a serious em- 
barrassment and handicap to length of days. 

New, is there any satisfaction in being told how we might be 
taken off? An Irishman is reported to have said, “If I knew the . 
place where I was to die in, faith I’d never go there,’’ and a little 
caution along certain lines might help us to avoid or defer these things 
mentioned as causes of death. 

How shall we avoid making our bodies a receptacle for decompos- 
ing matter? By eating less, for one thing; we eat too much too irregu- 
larly, as we are often willing to acknowledge. Suppose we have done 
this, what shall we do next? See that the matter consumed does not 
remain with us too long. See to it that every day brings its outgo 
as well as its intake. Flush our intestines by the liberal use of water, 
cool, soft water as pure as can be obtained. Begin early in the morn- 
ing by drinking a pint or more of cool water. Why cool? Because warm 
water acts principally on the kidneys and does not so greatly assist in 
emptying the bowel. Cool, but not too cold because of injurious effect 
upon bodily tissues. Take first drink of water an hour if possible

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before breakfast so that the stomach may be somewhat emptied for 
the meal. Don’t drink very much or very strong coffee for breakfast. 
Drink more water between meals until from two to eight quarts have 
been taken daily. This will give you more saliva to aid the first 
digestive process, and more fluid for its different processes, and with 
this water the intestinal canal is being cleansed and flushed. Possibly 
for awhile a little laxative salt might be added with profit, but this is 
not likely to be needed very long for the water will answer without 
it. Why use soft water? Because hard water contains mineral salts 
that might be deposited in the walls of arteries and assist in the 
hardening process mentioned. This liberal use of water acts also to 
dilute bile salts and promote healthy liver action, keeps the kidneys 
in better shape and is a general all round good remedy, and when I 
say all round, it may be understood that outside applications are 
needed as well as inside use. Baths and abundant internal use of 
water at so called medicinal springs, might be practiced at home with 
equal advantage and at much less expense. 

Beer is no substitute for water, and alcoholic drinks only do harm, 
liver pills are generally a delusion, but that which is all about us, 
pure, cool, soft clean water, boiled when necessary, used freely in con- 
nection with gcod judgment in eating, good use of the free air in 
circulation, good habits and good disposition will give one a good 
chance to ward off the grim reaper for many years to come.

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The report of the Department ‘Chaplain being called for, 
that officer came forward and spoke as follows: 
Commander and Comrades of the Department of Oregon: 

You will notice that my report comes fifth in the order of the 
Department reports. This is suggestive to me that the position of 
Chaplain may be ccnsidered by some as the fifth wheel in the Grand 
Army wagon; indeed from sentiments I have heard expressed I have 
been led to believe that the office I hold is considered, as it was so 
Giten durine tie days ot our Civil War, the fifth wheel in. the 
machinery of war. 

But before submitting my statistical report I wish to present a few 
thoughts orally that may not be considered out of place in connection 
with this report. 

First of all, let me emphasize the fact that we are a Christian 
nation, so recognized by all the nations of the earth be they Christian 
or pagan. It is therefore fitting that on our altar should be found 
the Bock which: is the foundation of our civilization and of our 
greatness. 

It is good to remember that with rare exceptions the men who 
have been our Chief Executives from George Washington to the 
present day, have been Christian men; men who believed in the 
eternal verities of Divine revelation. The grandest picture I have 
ever seen of the early struggles of our fathers was not, ““‘Washington 
crossing the Delaware,” but ‘‘Washington at Valley Forge,’’ kneeling 
in the deep snow praying for success of the cause of liberty, while 
around him with bare and bleeding feet were his loyal soldiers. 

We have assembled in our Annual Encampment and it will be a 
meeting of memories and reminisences. The compensations of age are 
its memories, and happy the man whose mind is not clouded by 
putrid memories, but of noble deeds, bravely performed in a glorious 
cause. While we remember and repeat to each other the sad and 
amusing things of 1861 to ’65, let us remember some things more 
vital than these. 
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Who among us thought in those days, much beyond the fact that 
we were fighting for the unity of our country and the preservation 
of our flag. Did it ever occur to you that the flag stands for more 
than the liberty of the slave and the integrity of the Union? 

I have a higher conception of that flag; I have begun to reverence 
it as God’s flag. It stands for more than any flag that ever floated 
over the Parliament of Nations. I say it is God’s flag, for I verily 
believe that the principles for which it waves in the breezes are the 
principles proclaimed from Mt. Sinai, recorded in the twentieth chapter 
of Exodus and preached by the Divine Teacher in his Sermon on the 
Mount centuries ago. I believe that the nation bearing this flag 
has been ordained of God to become the schoolmaster of the nations 
of the earth. 

Already the nation that was old when Moses was born, after 
thousands of years of stagnation, has turned to the folds of this flag 
and in an almost bloodless revolution has torn the dragon from their 
flag-staff and hoisted a new banner which embodies all the essential 
teachings of our “Old Glory,” and a pagan ruler has called upon all 
the nations of the earth to join in prayer for the success of the 
nation that was born in a day. 

God bless the Chinese Republic. We are their schoolmasters, and 
how gloriously has almost one-third of the human race learned and 
put in practice the lessons we have taught under the “Stars and 
Stripes.”’

Dear Sir and Comrade: The undersigned Legislative Committee, 
would respectfully report: 

That soon after our appointment a meeting of the full committee 
was had at the office of the Assistant Adjutant General in Portland, 
and the proposed measures presented the committee were considered 
and discussed. 

It was unanimously voted to not disturb the present terms of the 
so-called Northup law, by amendment or otherwise. 

The passage of the bill drawn by the Hon. Wallace McCament, 
making Lincoln’s birthday a legal holiday was assisted by this com- 
mittee and by the active work of our Commander among the legisla- 
tors at Salem, and it is now a law. 

A sub-committee was appointed to draft a bill providing free meet- 


ing places for Posts of the Grand Army of the Republic and auxiliary 


and allied organizations, which resulted in the enactment of the 
following law, to-wit: 

“Be it enacted by the People of the State of Oregon: 

“Section 1. The State authorities having charge of the Armories 
erected or to be erected in counties of the State where Posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic are organized, cr where Women’s Relief 
Corps auxiliary to Posts are organized, or where there are Circles of the 
Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic duly organized, or where 
there are Camps of United States Spanish War Veterans, upon written 
request of the Commander of such Post or Posts or Camp or the 
President of the Women’s Relief Corps or Circle, shall provide suitable 
meeting places, including ante rooms in such Armories free of cost 
to such Posts, Camps, Women’s Relief Corps or Circle; providing, that 


« 
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there is sufficient unoccupied space in such Armory so to do, and that 
the occupancy thereof by any of the organizations hereinbefore re- 
ferred to does not materially interfere with the occupancy of such 
Armory for the purpose or purposes for which it was originally in- 
tended. 

“Section 2. In counties where there is no Armory belonging to 
or under the control of State authority, the county courts of such 
counties, upon written application of the Commander of a Post of the 
Grand Army of the Republic or Commander of a Camp of the United 
States Spanish War Veterans, or President of a Woman’s Relief Corps 
or Circle of the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, shall allow 
such Post, Camp, Relief Corps or Circle, free of cost, to occupy a por- 
tion of the court house or any other public building, where such 
occupancy shall not materially interfere with the occupancy of such 
building for the original purpose cr purposes for which it was in- 
tended. 

“Filed in the office of the Secretary of State, February 13, 1913.” 

Subsequently it was thought advisable to secure an appropriation 
to aid veterans who participated in the battle of Gettysburg, now living 
in Oregon, to attend the Fiftieth Anniversary of that decisive battle 
in July next. As less than fifty veterans had responded to repeated 
calls for lists of participants, it was estimated that five thousand 
dollars would be ample funds to pay each their transportation; and 
so through the efforts of part of your committee and others the fol- 
lewing bill was passed, to-wit: 

“Whereas, the State of Pennsylvania has by act of its legislature 
approved May 13, 1909, created.a Commission to arrange for a proper 
and fitting recognition and observance at Gettysburg of the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg, inviting the co-operation of 
other States. 

“Be it enacted by the People of the State of Oregon: 

“Section 1.. The Governor of this State shall appoint one or 
more Commissioners to act with said Pennsylvania Commissioners. 
Such Commissicners to serve without compensation other than actual 
traveling expenses. Such Commissioners to be soldiers eligible to 
attend the celebration under the provisions of section 2 of this act. 

“Section 2. All soldiers who as such took part on either side in 
the Battle of Gettysburg, Pa., on the Ist, 2nd and 8rd days of July, 
1863, or any of said days, who shall now be residents of the State of 
Oregon, shall be entitled to attend the celebration of the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of said battle on July lst to 4th, 1913, under the provi- 
sions of this act; provided, that only such number shall be entitled to 
attend under the provisions of this act, as can do so under the appro- 
priation made, and those first applying shall be preferred in the order 
of their application. 

“Section 3. The Department Commander of the Grand Army of the 
Republic of this State shall make enrollment of the persons above 
designated who may desire to attend said celebration, and make pro- 
visions for their necessary traveling expenses in attending the same, 
under such rules and regulations as he may adopt, with the approval 
of the Governor. 

“Section 4. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this 
act there is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated the sum of five thousand dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary. The Secretary of State is hereby author- 
ized and directed to audit all duly approved claims incurred in pur- 
suance of this act, and the foregoing appropriation, and to draw his 
warrant on the State Treasurer in payment thereof out of the appropria- 
tion made by this act. 

“Wiled in the office of the Secretary of State, February 26, 1913.” 
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In all of this legislative work your committee was very heartily 
assisted by you, Sir, the Commander of the Department, and by mem- 
bers of the legislature, veterans of the Spanish-American War, notably 
the Honorables Jay H. Upton, Jas. D. Abbott and Dr. T. L. Perkins, 
and by many other members of the legislative assembly.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


We, the committee on health, condition and management of the 
Oregon Soldiers’ Home at Roseburg, beg to submit the following: 

For reascns not easily overcome the committee did not make a 
personal inspection of the Home as they desired to do, but beg to 
state that by correspondence and personal interviews with members 
as well as by the biennial report of the officers of the Home much 
information has been gathered. 

Pursuant to a call from the Governor, the Commandant of the 
Home and the Chairman of the Committee met in conference at the 
Governor’s office on January 7th, at which time and place matters 
looking towards the comfort of the inmates and betterments of the 
Home were taken up and discussed. The Commandant estimated the 
amount cf funds necessary for maintenance and betterments. of the 
Home for the years 19138-1914 at $32,000. This was the amount, i. e., 
$12,000 per annum, plus $8,000 for improvements, appropriated by 
the legislature for the two years 1911-12. This amount, as shown by 
the report submitted by the treasurer of the Home, has been expended 
for the purposes intended. 


MRS. JENNIE C. PRITCHARD, Department President, W. R. C. 
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None of the appropriation for the present biennial term, owing to 
the ninety-day limit before the law became effective, has been available. 


The Chairman of the Committee brought up in this conference the 
matter of rules governing the Home, charactering some of them as 
being, in his opinion, arbitrary, unwise and with a tendency to work 
a hardship to the inmates. He specifically called attention to the rule 
denying the privileges of the Home to those receiving pensions in excess 
of $20 per month, that the men applying for admission, in many 
instances, were without homes and unless taken into the Soldiers’ 
Home were compelled to seek a place in an eleemosynary institution, 
in which the laws of the State expressly provide ex-soldiers shall not be 
placed, and to hamper and harrass these aged defenders of the Nation 
as not only wrong in principle, but criminal in intent. 

To this sentiment both the Governor and the Commandant gave 
their hearty assent, the Governor saying: ‘‘We must recognize the 
fact that rules governing State institutions are necessary and proper, 
but whenever they prove detrimental or work a hardship to occupants 
of the Home, a too literal interpretation should not be placed upon 
them; in other words, rules, especially those governing the Homes of 
those men who served their country in its time of need, should be 


elastic and made to fit the occasion.’’ t 
This policy, the Commandant stated, had always been his method 
of dealing with those under his charge. ‘‘The rules are not of the 


making of either the Governor or myself, but were made by those 
formerly governing the State institutions. I am, myself, an ex-soldier 
and my sympathie¢# naturally would be with my comrades, and to enforce 
too rigorously rules laid down for. my, guidance in the management 
of the Home, is not my jiurpodse and is not practiced. There are cases, 
however, as the committée must admit, where the strong arm of the 
law must be resorted to and the Home is no exception. As to the 
charge of compelling members to leave the Home on account of excess 
pensions J will say, that in a very few cases this has been done in 
order to provide room for those on the waiting list whom I felt sure 
were more deserving of the privileges of the Home.”’ 

The committee finds that the Home is taxed to its capacity, with 
a number always on the waiting list. 


COTTAGES. 


Three of the cottages are cccupied at the time this information was 
received (May 10th). While the law governing the Home does not 
provide rations for the maintenance of soldiers’ wives, the food fur- 
nished comrades occupying the cottages is sufficient for himself and 
wife. In addition, a garden plot has been set apart for each cottage, 
where vegetables may be grown for their use. This, it seems to the 
committee, is a wise provision, for it not only furnishes a supply of 
fresh vegetables, but provides a means of light employment to the 
Comrades, thereby giving ‘necessary exercise, which conduces in no 
small degree to their health and contentment. 


HEALTH OF INMATES. 


The health of the occupants of the Home, as reported by Dr. 
Hoover, head physician, is excellent, and considering the advanced 
age of the men, the death rate is remarkably low. In a population 
averaging during the biennial term of 1911-12 of 160, the deaths 
amounted to but 20. 


POPULATION. 


The population of the Home at the present time is 154, divided as 
follows:

From the information your committee has been able to gather, 
they are pleased to say, in recapitulation, that the cccupants of the 
Home and cottages appear to be humanely treated and well cared for. 
As one occupant said, “I have been a member of a number of Homes 
and will say that the one at Roseburg is by far the most desirable and 
comes nearer being a home in fact than any other I have been in.” 


Your ccmmittee feels justified in commending the management 
of the Home for the sympathetic interest shown our aged comrades, 
who, by force of circumstances, unfortunate as they are, are placed 
in a position of dependence upon others for the living they are unable 
to provide for themselves. 

In-conclusion, we beg to quote the following, from the report of 
Commandant Elder to the Governor: 

“My thanks are due to the Grand Army of the Republic for the 
cordial and pleasant relations existing between the management of 
the Home and the officers of the various posts throughout the State. 
Quantities of reading matter have been received from posts and from 
the Woman’s Relief Corps and Ladies of the G. A. R., for which the 
grateful thanks of the officers and members of the Home are due. 
It should also be mentioned that a large number of publishers of daily 
and weekly newspapers throughout the State have thoughtfully sup- 
plied the library of the Home with copies of publications, adding in no 
small way to the enjoyment of the members of the Home.”’

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON “INBODY CASE.” 


The special committee appointed at the Thirtieth Annual 
Encampment to consider and report upon the resolutions con- 
cerning the reimbursement of bondsmen of Jake Inbody, 
defaulting Assistant Quartermaster General of the Depart- 
ment, presented the following report: 


To the Annual Encampment of the Department of Oregon, G. A. R., 

at Newberg, June 17-19, 1913: 

Comrades: Your committee appointed to make final disposition 
of the matter cf reimbursement of bondsmen of Jake Inbody, late 
Assistant Quartermaster of the Department, and into whose hands was 
placed a copy of all the action taken thereon in all preceding emcamp- 
ments, which your committee has carefully perused, and after due 
consideration of all the facts in the case, we deem it an act of simple 
justice that each Comrade whose name appears as bondsman in said 
case, and who has paid any moneys on account of said defalcation 
shall be reimbursed, in such amount as may appear set opposite his 
name. : 

And your committee would further say, that we find from the 
history of this case, that the low condition of our Department finances 
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have been the cause of this tardy act of justice, and not a disposition 
to wrong any Comrade identified with a case we all deplore.

On motion to adopt the above report, Comrade H. S. Fargo, 
of Sumner Post, being recognized spoke as follows: 


Department Commander and Comrades: As a member of the com- 
mittee whose report is now before you I desire to say that this 
matter covers a period of time beginning in 1894, during which time 
resolutions have been adopted and reconsidered concerning the repay- 
ment of the bondsmen, and this committee reeommends the repayment 
of the sums paid by the said bondsmen. You are all familiar with 
the facts in the case. 

I desire to say that in view of all that has been done and said 
in former years and of the further fact that this Encampment expects 
prompt and definite action in this matter at this timé on the part of 
the committee, I took it upon myself to interview Comrade Northup, 
as he was the principal beneficiary in the action contemplated by this 
report, and to learn from his own lips his version of the affair. Judge 
Northup said to me that this was a closed incident as far as he was 
concerned, that he held no legal claim against the Department, that he 
felt that he had discharged his legal obligation only, that many unkind - 
and uncalled for remarks had been made that should have been left 
unsaid, and if the Encampment cared to consider his wishes in the 
matter that it should be dropped and considered forever disposed of. 
And I believe now a motion to indefinitely postpone the whole matter 
should be sustained. 

I prefer, however, to hear from Comrade Borthwick who may 
desire to be heard, after which if you feel it to be your duty to thrust 
into the unwilling hands of these bondsmen money which they do not 
want and to which they lay no claim we shall be content. 

The case is in your hands, and your answer, recorded here will be 
final, in the settlement of this unhappy controversy. 


Comrade A. E. Borthwick here took the floor and con- 
firmed the statement of Comrade Fargo as to the expressed 
desire of Judge Northup that further action looking to repay- 
ment of the money he had paid on the defalcation bond be 
discontinued, and he further stated that another bondsman, 
Comrade H. Sutcliffe, who had paid on said bond, had written 
a note stating that he made no claim for reimbursement, that 
Comrade Cleveland Rockwell, the only other bondsman who had 
paid anything on the bond is now deceased and that his 
heirs had removed to Pennsylvania, that no claim had ever 
been made in their behalf for reimbursement and he thought 
under all the circumstances it was right and proper that the 
matter be indefinitely postponed. 

On motion of Comrade Borthwick, seconded by several 
Comrades, the matter was indefinitely postponed. 

On motion of Comrade J. S. Hamilton, a vote of thanks 
was extended to the Comrades who had paid on said bond 
and who now relinquish all claim for reimbursement.

After the reading of the roli, Comrade J. J. Walter, Depart- 
ment Chapiain, spoke as follows: 


These are the sad and solemn moments of our Annual Encamp- 
ment. We stay for a moment in the midst of our business to bow our 
heads as we listen to the roll of our departed Comrades. 

No doubt these departed Comrades passed out with the conscious- 
ness of duty well performed, and no doubt that He who is our great 
Commander has said to them, ‘‘Well done, good and faithful servant.’’ 

Let us not belittle ourselves with narrow views of life. We feel 
sure there is more to our existence than the short span of our present 
life. Institutions of learning call the end of school days, ‘“‘Com- 
mencement days,’’ and so they are to the young man and woman who 
have completed their college life. This is the beginning of life-real, 
earnest life now stretches out before them. 

So should each of us consider the end of our earthly life as only 
the real beginning of a larger and more splendid existence, free from 
the impediments that now cling to us. Perhaps we have been neglect- 
ing our better nature, and thereby narrowing our vision and failing 
to see the glory yet to come. But even so, we may, like the dying

IN MEMORIAM 


SALMON BELL ORMSBY. 


Born October 18, 1835, at Parishville, New York, and received 
his education in the public schools. On the breaking out of the 
Civil War he was teaching school in Missouri, and on account of 
his outspoken loyal sentiments had great difficulty in effecting 
his escape from rebeldom, and coming north enlisted August 30, 
1862, in Company K, 5th Michigan Cavalry, serving in Custer’s 
Brigade in the Army of the Potomac, participating in the Battle 
of Gettysburg and several other engagements. 

He was promoted to First Lieutenant in the 108th U. S. 
Colored Troops July 3, 1864, and to Captain, August 5, 1865, 
serving in command of Posts in Kentucky and Mississippi, and 
in several other important positions, during and after the close 
of hostilities, and was honorably discharged with his regiment, 
March 21, 1866. : 

Comrade Ormsby came to Oregon in 1883, and affiliated with 
the Grand Army of the Republic through Sedgwick Post No. 10 
at Salem; as member of the State legislature in 1892 was 
influential in securing the passage of the bill establishing the 
Soldiers’ Home at Roseburg. 

He was elected Commander of the Department of Oregon in 
1894, serving in that capacity with zeal and fidelity, and subse- 
quently removed to Portland, where he died August 22, 1912, 
in full membership with A. J. Smith Post No. 26, in Sellwood 
suburb of the city.

On the evening of Tuesday, June 17, a public reception 
was held at the Rink, when short addresses of welcome were 
made by Hon. J. D. Gordon, Mayor of Newberg, Mrs. N. Byers 
for Shiloh Relief Corps, and Mrs. Wm. Nelson for the Civie 
Improvement Club. Appropriate responses were made by 
Department Commander T. B. McDevitt and others, follow- 
ing which the large audience was entertained by the Veteran 
Quartet and others until a late hour. 


WEDNESDAY, JUNE 18. 


On Wednesday morning at 9:30 the annual parade of the 
Department took place, headed by the Department Drum 
Corps and the Newberg Band. The Newberg Graphic says: 
“Wednesday. was a great day. The weather was perfect and 
the streets lined with people in the best of humor. It was an 
inspiring sight to see the old veterans in line, four deep, fol- 
lowed by the W. R. C. Then came the general parade with 
decorated autos and floats, which were cheered at every turn. 
But the parade of Newberg’s best crop, the babies, must not 
be forgotten. It was a great showing and well worth seeing.” 

At the public school building a flag was presented to the 
school by the W. R. C. and a picture of Abraham Lincoln by 
the Ladies of the G. A. R. : 

The presentation speech in behalf of the W. R. C. was made 
by Mrs. N. Byers, and was responded to by Professor Stan- 
brough, who said: 


“I remember a similar occasion on these grounds six years ago, 
when you last visited our city, at which time you presented a flag that 
was raised above this building. Six years is a short time compared 
with the age of the Republic, but in the life of a child in school it 
brings vast changes. Pupils who were finishing the sixth grade at the 
time of your former visit, have this year completed the high school 
course, some te continue in institutions of higher education, others to 
find their places in the business affairs of life. 

“Six years ago not all of the rooms of this building were occupied. 
Since that time we have erected and equipped a modern high school 
building at a cost of more than $45,000. Six years ago we had only 
a little more than 600 pupils. This year we had 925, an increase of 
fifty per cent. Newberg has always had a just pride in her schools, 
recognizing in them one of the most valuable of her community 
affairs. 

“Again on this occasion we see an indication of your interest, not 
in the schools of Newberg only, but in the great American public 
school system everywhere. Nor, indeed, do I wonder that you feel 
such interest; for I realize that the public schools of the country are 
the best. safeguards of national prosperity. 

“You who sacrificed sc much to preserve our national integrity, 
on the battlefield, or as the mothers, wives, and daughters left at home, 
know better than we of a younger generation what it has cost to 
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preserve our national institutions. We must learn from you, and from 
the pages of histcry which you have helped to write, the true value of 
our heritage. 

“As in the truest sense our country consists not in fertile fields, 
forests, mountains, and rivers, but in crystalized sentiment in the form 
of certain well defined principals—so patriotism consists not in love 
for the land as such, but in loyalty to those principles which have made 
cur country what it is. 

“The boy who in the morning views with anxious eyes the threaten- 
ing clouds, and advises us not to raise the flag for the day and thus 
expose it to the elements, or who secures his teacher’s permission to 
leave the room to see that the flag is taken in before an approaching 
shower, has learned something of the respect due the national emblem. 
But our desire for the boy is that he may have a broader view and 
a clearer vision of all that the flag represents in human sacrifice, 
human desire and human aspirations; that he may see back of the flag 
those principles for which it stands, principles that point unerringly 
to the hand of God as directing the destinies of our nation.”’ 


The Campfire at the Rink on Wednesday evening was . 
attended by a very large and appreciative audience, presided . 
over by Past Department Commander B. F. Pike. 


The program included selections by the Veteran Quartet 
of Portland, composed of Comrades W. N. Morse, A. W. Mills, 
Dr. J. E. Hall and Z. M. Parvin. Readings by Mrs. Morse, 
Mrs. Underwood and Miss Smith, a whistling solo by Mrs. 
Clarke of Salem, vocal solo by Mrs. T. D. Pollock of McKinley 
Corps, Portland, and short addresses by Mrs. Reeves, Depart- 
ment President of the Ladies of the G. A. R., Department 
Chaplain J. J.. Walter, Past Department Commander H. V.

1. The Department Commander is pleased to announce that the 
Semi-Annual report of this Department to National Headquarters for 
the term ending June 30th, shows a very gratifying condition of affairs. 
Notwithstanding the large death loss, and the entirely too large list 
of suspensions, the report shows a net gain of 37 members. 

There is no good reason why 127 men should remain on the 
suspended list. Let the Post officers, especially the Quartermasters, 
put forth every effort to retain every man on the rolls and to reclaim 
those who have allowed themselves to be suspended: 

Remind those who have dropped out of the ranks that in future 
years, when the rolls of the Grand Army are searched by those who 
shall live after us they may not find our names as “suspended,”’ 
(which means the same thing as ‘‘deserted’’), in the last days of the 
Grand Army. Let us keep our records clean, my Comrades. 

The careful consideration of the Comrades is called to the follow- 
ing quotations from a circular just issued by Chapin Post No. 2, of 
the Department of New York. 

“What have I done during the last six months that has been of any 
benefit to the Post? What would become of the Post if every member 
had done exactly as I have done? How many times have I been absent 
when I could have been present if I had made an effort to do so? 

“Have I visited the sick and spoken a kind word to cheer them in 
their affliction? Would I be pleased to receive the same consideration 
in case cf sickness as I have given others? 

“If you will attend your Post meetings it will encourage the officers 
to take more interest in its affairs. Every Post whose meetings are 
well attended is successful, its business properly conducted and that 
Post can secure new members. 


“BWvery man who wore the blue in the days of the:war, who 
neglects to affiliate with the G. A. R. is depriving himself of a fra- 
ternity and comradeship which, if understood and appreciated, would 
always be a joyous and happy memory. Comrades should not deprive 
themselves of the pleasant fellowship and delightful association that 
are always connected with the meetings of the G. A. R. 

“There are less than 200,000 Comrades who belong to the Grand 
Army at the present time, and do you know there are more than 
300,000 veterans drawing pensions who do not belong to our Order, 
who are reaping the benefits of the organized forces of its Comrades, 
but are showing none of that fraternity that holds them together. 

“Bvery pension law that has been passed for the last 30 years has 
had as its starting force the influence of the G. A. R. 

“Phe w. A. R. has always been an influence for good. It has 
brought about the teaching of patriotism and civics in our public 
schools. It has caused the flag to be raised and floated over the 
school houses of the country. It has secured special and selected burial 
plots in cemeteries for our dead Comrades. It has established Memorial 
Day, when hundreds of thousands of all classes turn out to pay grate- 
ful tribute to the valor of the living and the memory of the dead. It 
-has secured the passage of laws for the distribution of more generous 
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relief for aged and infirm veterans and widows than ever known 
before. 

“The Grand Army has brought about the establishing of 31 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Homes, located in 27 states, and assisted in 
securing 10 National Homes. Several of these Homes admit the wives, 
widows and orphans of veterans. ; 

“The G. A. R. has had as members some of the noblest characters 
of American manhood, as well as some of the grandest heroes the 
world has ever known. In its ranks have been Grant, Sherman and. 
Sheridan, Thomas, Logan and McPherson, Burnside, Meade and Han- 
cock, Farragut, Porter and McKinley. 

“The men who carried the musket and stood behind the guns have 
equal rights in the G. A. R. with these men of fame.” 

2. Post Commanders are requested to forward to these Head- 
quarters as soon as possible the names of the Comrades of their re- 
spective Pcsts who participated in the Battle of Gettysburg.

tions at his own expense; and enclosing return postage.” 

Ill. The attention of the Comrades is called to the celebration of 
the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg, to be held on 
that memorable field on the first four days of July next. ; 

The legislature of Oregon has appropriated $5.000 for transpor- 
tation expenses of those old soldiers, resident in Oregon, who actually 
took part in the action during three days, on either side. 

Those desiring to avail themselves of this transportation will 
communicate with this office as all applications must be approved by 
the Department Commander. The Governor has appointed Jas. P. 
Shaw, of Milwaukee, for the Union, and Chas. E. Morgan, 331 Rail- 
way Exchange, Portland, for the Confederate veterans as Commis- 
sioners to represent the State of Oregon in conjunction with the 
Commission appointed by the State of Pennsylvania. 

Full information regarding the trip will be furnished any one 
desiring the same on application at this office. 

IV. The appointment of Comrade W. N. Morse of Geo. Wright 
Post No. 1, Pertland, as Assistant Inspector General for the Depart- 
ment of Oregon is announced in General Orders No. 3 from National 
Headquarters.

Let no soldier’s grave be forgotten, but as in the cemeteries of our 
large cities and towns, so in the quiet country side graveyards let 
the fragrant flowers of the springtime be strewn by tender hands in 
memory of the “loved and lost.’’ 

Let the flag, beloved by our Comrades, be planted above their 
honored dust, and left there to wave, through storm and sunshine as 
tokens of ‘“‘undying love from Comrades of the war.” 

Many who were with us on last Memorial Day have ‘‘passed beyond 
the veil’ and to us is left the blessed memory of their noble lives, 
and the duty of covering their ‘‘low green tents’ with fairest flowers. 

Let every Comrade lay aside the cares and labors of every day 
life and give the entire day to the sad and solemn duties belonging 
to it. 

“Let us come very close together on this day, to us the dearest 
and sweetest of the year, and as we march to the cemeteries and feel 
the old time elbow touch, perhaps a little more tremulous than of 
yore, but always that of a Comrade, may our hearts be so filled by a 
sense of fraternity that only loving thoughts can find a place therein. 
So shall we receive a baptism of blessedness and a benediction of 
peace; and the world as well a lesson in loyalty to our country and 
our flag, beneath whose folds every soldier’s grave is an altar of 
patriotism.”’ 


II. The Posts are urged to seek the co-operation of all civic and 
military organizations, of the public generally and especially the active 
help of the children of the public schools in the work of Memorial 
season. 

Lincoln’s Gettysburg address will be read or recited as part of 
the exercises on Memorial Day. 

It is the earnest desire of the Department Commander that this

Ill. The Department Commander is sure that the Posts will not 
neglect the very important duty of visiting the public schools on some 
convenient day previous to the 30th inst., and representative men 
should be detailed to address the children briefly on topics suitable 
to the occasion.

Invite all allied organizations, the Spanish War Vet- 
erans, the Oregon National Guard and other associations to accompany 
the Comrades to some church, there to join in reverent worship of 
the Great Father of us all. 


V. The beautiful custom of strewing flowers upon the waters 


in memory of those Comrades who sleep in old Ocean’s “gray and. 


melancholy waste”’ should be observed wherever it is possible to do so. 


VI. It is expected that the Comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and all loyal citizens will join in the effort to discourage 
the desecration of Memorial Day by those who forget its solemn signi- 
ficance and who would make it a time of sports and amusement. 

Business men are specially requested to close their doors while 
the Memorial services are being held and to join with the Grand 
Army in the ceremonies of the day. 


VII. Enclosed herewith are blanks for Post Chaplains’ Mem- 
orial Day report. Post Commanders are urged to see that these reports 
are made out in full, by the Chaplain, if possible, or by some officer or 
member of the Post, detailed for that purpose, and immediately for- 
warded to the office of the Assistant Adjutant General.

FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BATTLE OF GETTYSBURG. 

For the information of Comrades who contemplate attending the 
celebration of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the battle of Gettysburg, 
which takes place on July 1-4, of the current year, upon the field 
where the most sanguinary contest of modern history was fought, 
and where American valor and heroism were displayed to a degree 
seldom witnessed by man. 

The State of Oregon has appropriated the sum of $5,000, or such 
part of said sum as may be necessary to pay transportation of old 
soldiers of the Civil War, who fought on either the Union or Con- 
federate side on any of the three days of the battle, and who reside in 
the State of Oregon. ; 

The Government will establish a camp for the occupancy of those 
whe may attend the celebration, with tents, accommodating eight 
men each, and will furnish cooked rations, blankets and camp con- 
veniences for the four days of the celebration. 

Hach Comrade will be required to furnish his own soap and towels. 

Fully equipped hospitals will be established, with corps of doctors 


and nurses for the proper care of any who may suffer from disease or- 


accident. 

All Comrades who may desire to take advantage of the provisions 
of the appropriation must first file their name, company, regiment, 
residence and postoffice address, with the Assistant Adjutant General, 
C. A. Williams, of the Department cf Oregon, G. A. R., 229 Labbe 
Building, Portland, Oregon, when they will be furnished with a blank 
affidavit setting forth their actual participation in the battle on one 
of the three days, which must be filled out in full, properly witnessed 
and sworn to before a notary or magistrate with authority to admin- 
ister an oath, and returned to the Assistant Adjutant General as above. 

Should the amount appropriated be insufficient to pay expenses 
of all applicants, those first applying will be preferred. 

For the information of those wishing to attend the celebration 
who did not take part in the battle in 1863, it may be stated that the 


( 
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railroad rates from Portland to Gettysburg and return are not yet 
definitely announced beyond Chicago, but will prcebably be about $100. 
From Portland to Chicago and return the fare is $72.50, tickets 
good till October 31st, with liberal stop-over privileges west of Chi- 
cago on return trip. 

The Commissioners feel it their duty te speak a word of warning 
to those who contemplate the journey to Gettysburg and who are not in 
good physical condition. The journey will be long and tiresome, and 
at a time of year when very high temperature may be expected, and 
it is earnestly recommended that those proposing to make the trip, 
take counsel with their physician and be guided by his advice. The 
veterans are also reminded that the journey will necessarily be 
attended with considerable expense as the money appropriated by the 
State can only be used for railroad tickets.

Comrades: I wish to emphasize paragraph four of General Orders 
number nine, of our Commander. We deem it wise to give some 
reasons why this Order is important, and should be strictly complied 
with as far as possible. 

We are a Christian Nation. We have a Christian President and 
Secretary of State, and many of the prominent leaders in the affairs 
of our Government are not only nominal Christians, but active in 
the service of our Divine Lord and Master. 

It matters little what our private views and beliefs may be on the 
questions of soteriology. The fact remains that we are recognized as 
a Christian Nation by all the people and nations of the world, be they 
pagan or christian. It behooves us then, as loyal subjects and defend- 
ers of our national unity and integrity, to be among the first of all 
civic organization to recognize this great underlying fact of our 
national life’ Does not this fact also explain another fact of which 
we are all so justly proud, and that is, that the Grand Army of the 
Republic is today everywhere recognized as among the _ strongest 
moral forces in our commonwealth? 

When you heard your country’s call for her defense, many of you 
came from christian homes and during all the dangers and privations 
of war, were followed by the undying love and daily prayers of christian 
homes. Yea, more—your Commander-in-Chief in those dark days, 
spent many sad and anxious hours in prayer that your life might be 
spared, that you might succeed in defending the old flag. 

When I say that we are a christian nation, I do not mean to say 
that we are all saints or angels, but I do mean to assert that we have 
taken the twentieth chapter of Exodus as the foundation upon which 
we have built our jurisprudence and we are trying to square our 
lives by the Sermon on the Mount in our conduct in life toward our 
fellowmen. 

We consider the Sabbath previous to and May 30th our memorial 
day, both sacred to the memories of our Civil War, but somewhat dif- 
ferent. May 30th we might say is wholly given to memorial services, 
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while the Sabbath preceding May 30th, should inspire us for still 
higher moral and spiritual attainment. 

We note a sad refrain in the report of our previous department 
chaplain, Smith, and that was that of the forty-three Posts reporting 
Sunday services only two sermons were preached by veterans of the 
Civil War. I cannot believe that the ministerial contingent of the 
Grand Army are all on the superanuated or worn out list, but I do 
believe that in almost every community where these services are to be 
held this year, that there are still men in the ranks of the Grand 
Army who could edify and instruct and help us as “forward-looking 
men.’ Don’t pass these grand old men by. Give them a chance to 
present the great fundamentals of our christian civilization. It will 
renew their youth and their words will be a benediction to all who 
attend these services. 

The attention of the Post Chaplains is also called to paragraph 
7 of General Orders No. 9. Please attend to the making out 
of these reports without delay and forward to the Assistant Adjutant 
General, C. A. Williams, No. 575, County Court House, Portland, 
Oregon.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO NATIONAL 
ENCAMPMENT 


The following report of Representative to the Forty-Seventh 
National Encampment was presented: 


PoRTLAND, OREGON, May 7, 1914. 
S. W. Taylor, Commander Department of Oregon, G. A. R. 

I herewith submit my report as delegate to the Forty-seventh 
National Encampment, G. A. R., held at Chattanooga, Tenn., Septem- 
ber 15 to 20, 1913. 

The Oregon delegation after their arrival at Chattanooga met and 
selected B. F. Allen to represent the Department on the committee 
on resolutions and A. W. France as the Department’s representative 
on the council of administration. ‘These appointments were presented 
to the Adjutant General and were later confirmed by the National 
Encampment. 

On Wednesday the annual parade occurred and there was estimated 
to be 15,000 Comrades in hne of march and about as many more 
on the sidewalk witnessing the parade. 
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Thursday morning the National Encampment was called to order 
by the Commander-in-Chief and among the congratulatory letters was 
one as follows: 


“Rome, Georgia, September 15, 1913. 
“General Alfred B. Beers, Commander, G. A. R. 

“The Confederate Veterans whose names are attached, and others, 
send greetings. May your meeting on southern soil prove a harbinger 
of lasting peace to us. Take joint action on this occasion and 
memorialize Congress to amend the pension law, placing the Blue and 
the Gray on an equal footing. 

(Signed) “G. W. Fleetwood, 
“A Shamblie, 
“J. Barnett, 
“J. J. Collier 
Me Ge Gilman, 
“S.1,.shbropeshire.” 


The Adjutant General was instructed to return with all cordiality 
their expressions of good will. And the part referring to pensions 
was ignored. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Ell Torrance introduced the following: 


“Whereas, on July 1-4, 1913, more than 50,000 Veterans of the 
Civil War, composed of former Union and Confederate Veterans, 
met in peace, good will and loyalty on the battlefield of Gettysburg 
to attest the unification of the nation as one people with a common 
destiny, and 


“Whereas, the time is short in which the Grand Army of the 
Republic can further promote the sentiment of an exalted National 
Patriotism, and 

“Whereas, the principle of our Order that we shall manifest a 
fraternal spirit toward every citizen of our republic, and 

“Whereas, many of the surviving Veterans of the Confederate 
Army are enfeebled by age and are suffering from the hardships. of 
a long and illustrious military service, and in many cases are dependent 
for food and shelter upon the inadequate assistance extended to them 
by the commonwealth or municipality in which they reside. 


“Therefore, Be It Resolved, that we favor such legislation by 
the Congress of the United States as will place all Confederate Homes 
established and maintained by state authority upon the same basis 
as to per capita maintenance, as the State Soldiers’ Homes for Union 
soldiers now receive, to-wit, one hundred dollars each per annum. 


“Resolved Further, that we believe such action on the part of 
the National Government will receive the unqualified approval of 
the American people and will tend to still further cement the bonds 
of amity between all sections of our country and will, in a large 
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degree, bless and cheer the declining days of those whose valor and 
soldiery qualities add imperishable lustre to the achievements of 
those who fought to preserve the Union.” 


The above resolution met with a storm of opposition, and would 
have been debated for a week if time had permitted. Was laid on 
the table indefinitely, with but one vote in opposition. 

A delegation from the W. R. C. was welcomed with cheers, and 
they presented to the National Encampment a check for $1,000.00. 

Soon after a delegation from the Ladies of the G. A. R. came in 
and were accorded a hearty welcome, and they made their presence 
felt by leaving a check for $500.00 for the National Encampment. 

The committee on Rules and Regulations made the following 
report : 

We recommend that Chapter IV, Article IJ, Section 1, Para- 
graph 1, be amended by inserting in the second line of said paragraph, 
after the words ‘‘Vice-Commander-in-Chief,” the words ‘Past 
Adjutant-General and Past Quartermaster-General,” as recommended 
by the Department of Illinois. Several of the prominent Comrades 
spoke in opposition, saying among other things that the permanent 
membership of the Eneampment as at present constituted was too 
large and that it was unwise to increase it, as it was now too top heavy, 
it was therefore indefinitely postponed. 

A resolution, the purport of which was to increase the per capita 
tax from 3% cents to 5 cents per member, in order to increase the 
annual income of the National Encampment, as the expenses of the 
National Encampment exceeded their income and it was desirable to 
decrease the deficiency for the future. This resolution was referred 
to the different departments for their action. | 

A long resolution from the citizens of Chattanooga was presented 
requesting the National Encampment to endorse the proposition of 
erecting a peace monument at or near Chattanooga, Tenn., by the 
National Government, which was heartily endorsed by the Encamp- 
ment. 

The hour having arrived for the election of officers, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief announced that nominations were in order, and the 
following Comrades were placed in nomination: Orlando A. Somers 
of Indiana, Washington Gardner of Michigan, C. E. Adams of 
Nebraska, and Frank O. Cole of New Jersey. 

In seconded speeches Comrade Adams was seconded by four De- 
partments and Comrade Washington Gardner was seconded by the 
remainder of the Departments. . 

Comrade 'T. H. Soward of Oklahoma was elected Senior Vice- 
Commander-in-Chief, and William L. Ross of Maine was chosen as 
Junior Vice-Commander-in-Chief. 

On the twentieth of February, 1914, I was advised by the Adjutant 
General that William L. Ross of Maine had resigned as Junior Vice- 
Commander-in-Chief and that the Council of Administration would 
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be called on in a few days to select his successor. I immediately wrote 
the Adjutant General and placed Comrade T. E. Hills in nomination 
for that position. I desired to call the attention of our eastern Com- 
rades that there was a State by the name of Oregon on the map, and 
also that we had some members of the G. A. R. in this neck of the 
woods. I have since learned through the press that Comrade Fowler 
of the Department of Arkansas has been selected to fill the vacancy. 

The Encampment was a glorious success and adjourned to meet 
in Detroit, Michigan, in 1914.

No new buildings have been erected during the year and none are 
contemplated, but all the old, worn out, unsanitary plumbing has 
been torn out and replaced with the best to be had. 

There are no names on the waiting list, and we have been able 
to care for all applicants during the year, and the only drawback 
likely to occur in the future will be lack of room in the hospital.

In Memoriam 


COMRADE HAMER SUTCLIFFE 


Hamer Sutcliffe was born in England July 18, 1836. He 
came to the United States before the Civil War and settled in 
Wisconsin. 


Enlisted May 17, 1861, as private, Company E, 1st Wisconsin 
Infantry, Colonel John C. Starkweather, and with his regiment 
was in Abercrombie’s Brigade and took part in the battle of 
Martinsburg or Falling Waters, July 2, 1861, and was discharged 
from the three months’ service August 21, 1861. 


He re-enlisted January 24, 1862, for three years or the war, 
and was mustered in as Sergeant of Company A, 19th Wis- 
consin Infantry. The Regiment left the state June 2, 1862, 
and was sent to Fortress Monroe and Norfolk and served on 
provost duty until April 11, 1863, when it was assigned to the 
3rd Brigade, Ist Division, 18th Army Corps, hone: of the 
James, ae participated in engagements, Suffolk, Va., New- 
bern, N. C., Drewrey’s Bluff, Port Walthall, siege of Peters- 
burg, Fair One and assault on Richmond, April 3, 1865. 

Hamer Sutcliffe served on detached duty as Provost Ser- 
geant at Norfolk, Va., and on detail in the secret service for a 
year and a half. He was honorably discharged at Portsmouth, 
Va., November 3, 1864, by reason of promotion as Ist Lieu- 
tenant Company EH, 4th U. 8. Volunteer Infantry. (The 4th 
U.S. Volunteer Infantry was composed of five companies and a 
detachment, organized at Point Lookout, Md., October 31, 1864, 
and mustered out June-July, 1866.) 


He was detached as Provost Marshal at Norfolk, Va., April, 
1865; returned to command of Company in a few days; served 
on the plains of Dakota after the War. He was detached as 
Assistant Commissary of Subsistance at Fort Randall, Dakota, 
November 17, 1865, to June, 1866, and received final discharge 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., June 18, 1866.

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He married Mary D. Metcalf at Jackson, Mich, in 1866. 
Two children now living were born to them, Robert P. and 
Clara D. 


His first wife died and he subsequently married Sarah L. 
Critchley at Cleveland, Ohio, February 12, 1874. 


They came to Oregon about 1879, and for more than 30 
years he was engaged in business as house decorator and paper 
hanger. 


He joined George Wright Post No. 1 G. A. R. in May, 1379, 
and after nearly six years’ membership transferred in 1885 to 
Lincoln-Garfield Post No. 3, of which Post he continued in 
active membership, filling many important positions in the Post. 
He was Post Commander in 1894, Department Inspector in 1898, 
and Assistant Quartermaster General of the Department from 
1899 until the office was merged in 1904 with that of the 
Assistant Adjutant General. He was Department Aide de Camp 
and National Aide two terms. Hamer Sutcliffe was elected 
Department Commander G. A. R. at Grants Pass in June, 1906, 
and served his full term. | 


About three years ago, realizing the limitations of life, he 
disposed of. his business interests, and with his wife lived in 
California for a season, and also traveled to the eastern states 
and visited his children. He returned to his home a few weeks 
before his message came, and died in Portland, Oregon, Novem- 
ber 1, 1913, his beloved wife preceding him less than a year. 

Gifted with a singularly sweet and gracious disposition, he 
was a general favorite in the community and with his associ- 
ates. We, his Comrades, testify to his worth, the beauty of his 
character, and the bright record of a well spent life. 

Peace to his ashes; an imperishable name is his.

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rade would, at this period of life, undertake so hazardous a venture 
without consulting this department. Life has had its pleasures, and 
we have reason to believe that as long as it lasts, interested friends 
may be found willing to give us respectful and courteous treatment, 
and as we drop out of sight, their friendly ministrations will tend, 
so far as human ministrations can, to smooth our pathway and lighten 
the dark passage, suggesting to survivors a reminder of the beauty 
of the coloring so often witnessed in the firmament at the setting 
of the sun. 

The man whose life has been moderate and temperate and who 
may be said to have lived a good life, has that fact pretty well 
written upon his countenance; for good character brings its reward in 
facial expression, in mental equilibrium, and—ain the absence of hered- 
itary damage—physical comfort and continuing physical usefulness. 

The fact that about 80 Comrades went from Oregon to Gettysburg 
last summer, that they endured the heat prevalent there at a time 
of year when heat prostrations were frequent and: mortality so confi- 
dently looked for that coffins had been provided in advance, that each 
Comrade returned without being at any expense for a coffin, or in 
condition to be put into one, would seem to justify the belief that 
Oregon surviving veterans must have been fairly well behaved men 
from early manhood. Your present Commander and his Assistant 
Adjutant General, who were not in the party, are living examples otf 
the same early rectitude of conduct for which the Department is to 
be congratulated. 

The Chaplain’s report shows that the “Grim Reaper” continues to 
make inroads upon our comradeship. Sooner or Jater we expect him 
ourselves, but we certainly do not invite him, and the longer he defers 
his visit the better we are satisfied. To keep him at a distance there 
are some suggestions to be offered as worthy of trial. As death comes 
quicker to the languid, the dissatisfied, the irritable and the despond- 
ent, it is important that we continue to live with some purpose in view, 
and that purpose something that may give us a sense of enjoyment 
and satisfaction. Active business pursuits are often denied the aged, 
but may be exchanged for something an aged man can do and enjoy. 
As long as the soil continues to produce so bountifully, as long as 
cats, dogs, chickens, ducks, cows and horses exist among us, as long 
as strawberry plants need attention in the spring, berries need gather- 
ing and potatoes need hoeing in the summer, apples, turnips and 
rutabagas need to be cared for in the fall, there will be an occupation 
for the aged veteran; and associated with these occupations is the 
interest one may take in children and young people, the enjoyment 
of their pranks, participation in their plays and games when invited 
and when within reasonable physical limitations. All these things 
keep up an interest in living and so contribute to lengthen life. The 
aged man who is interested with his wife, daughter or grandchildren 
in the cultivation of flowers about the home, who, in addition. treats

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the family cow kindly, for whose coming the pig is ever on the alert, 
who may have for company a flock of chickens trooping after him 
when he comes near their coops, whose dog is proud to recognize his 
mastery and to be recognized by him, aac horse will “whinny” for 
him as far as he can he seen, 1s cultivating vital forces that tend to 
prolong his earthly existence and make living worth while. Remem- 


_ bering one’s neighbors also, and winning them by courteous treatment 


and friendly interest, brings agreeable. surprises nearly always and 
promotes pleasant companionship. A pleasant frame of mind and 
agreeable employment for it, coupled with serenity and contentment, 
tend to keep away death, contribute to personal comfort and pleasant 
and desirable companionship for others. ‘he man who fhes into a 
passion is making the mistake that men do who try to fly in other 
ways, and are lucky if not killed, for the exercise of violent passions, 
like anger, hatred, jealousy or remorse, is not conducive to long living. 
Fear is also undesirable in the candidate for a long life. If a phy- 
sician, after an examination, pronounces a heart'leaky, enlarged or 
irregular, it is not necessary for its owner to be looking for a favored 
spot where he can lie down and die, or keep timidly waiting for the 
time when he will suddenly pass away, for these disabled hearts often 
hold on wonderfully when encouraged by the suggestions already 
given. The even-tempered man who retains and exercises courage and 
cheerfulness, who breathes plenty of pure air, who attends to the 
flushings, remembering the water suggestions of last year, who eats 
moderately and sanely, whose conscience approves his conduct when in 
accord with supreme authority, who practices the Golden Rule in his 
relation with others, is the successful candidate for extreme old age, 
or there is something wrong in human philosophy.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT CHAPLAIN 


The Department Chaplain read his report, which was referred 
to Comrade Daniel Drew, Rufus Callison and H. L. Hull. 


Commander and Comrades of Grand Army. 

In submitting this, my second annual report as Department Chap- 
lain, I wish on behalf lot my comrades and myself to record my praise 
and thanksgiving to our Infinite and Merciful Father for all the 
mercies and. blessings that have come to us during the year we are 
now closing with so much of joy and gladness in each other’ 
companionship. 
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For a few moments, as the Roll of Honor was called, we stopped 
to count the vacant chairs, to let memory conjure back into our 
midst the forms that have vanished, and to strain our ears to hear 
once more the voices that are stilled. But form is not always the 
best evidence of entity, nor voices the surest tokens of presence. So, 
in fancy, which may be fact, we think of them as being here among 
us today, entering into and enjoying every rattle of the drum and 
every strain of the fife. 

In submitting my report a year ago I made some statements and 
suggestions which seemed to me to be germane to conditions as I 
found them. 

Previous to my first report I had sent a circular letter urging all 
our Posts, as far as possible, to secure the services of our Comrades 
to conduct the annual memorial religious services. 

I am glad to report that there has come quite a change in this 
matter. I find that five of the annual sermons this year were 
preached by veterans, among them being your humble servant, whose 
effort was considered worthy of publicity, being published this week 
in the Pacific Christian Advocate. 

The wonderful work of the Grand Army of the Republic is not 
yet fully appreciated. While we thought we were fighting for the 
Union and the Flag, we were also fighting for the freedom of the 
slaves. But there is a point that has required 50 years of history 
and experience to fasten upon the minds of all, both North and 
South. 

We not only fought for the preservation of the Union, and inci- 
dentally for the freedom of the slaves, but just as emphatically we 
fought for the freedom of the slaveholder. That fact has only in 
very recent years dawned upon our people. When Abraham Lincoln 
signed the Emancipation Proclamation he signed it jointly for the 
negro and his master, and I am not sure but the master was the more 
pitiable slave of the two. 

He was a slave of a system from which only the destruction of 
his assumed right could give him deliverance. 

Coming to the present, I have been led to philosophize on the 
reason of our being here, instead of the better land toward which we 
are all looking. 

One reason may be that we are not fit to die yet, because our 
work is not yet done. “A man is immortal till his work is done.” 
Then we are valuable as relics of a bygone period in our national 
life and belong to our national museum, where on many occasions 
we are considered as important curios. We are also useful as pro- 
fessors of political economy and national patriotism. I have been 
reading lately of the wonderful “International School of Correspond- 
ence,” how it has spread from town to town and state to state, until 
its students can be found in almost every civilized nation on earth. 


¢ 
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So our school of patriotism, in which we as old soldiers are 
teachers and professors, spreads from shore to shore of the two great 
oceans of the world, and from the snows of our northern boundary to 
the palmetto groves of the sunny South. 

It was a divine thought that inspired the Grand Army of the 
Republic to claim the privilege of standing in the halls of our schools 
and colleges at least one day in the year, to fire the patriotism of 
the future citizens of our beloved country. This is a work of such 
vast and far-reaching character that its results cannot be estimated.

I. he Forty-seventh National Encampment’ df the Grand Army 
of the Republic convenes at Chattanooga, Tenn., during the week 
beginning September 15, 1913, and as this is the first Encampment 
of our Order to be held in the South, the occasion will be one of 
great interest. The good people of Chattanooga having royally 
entertained the United Confederate Veterans in May last are very 
desirous of extending the same generous hospitality to the Union 
Veterans in September. A splendid program, covering the entire 
week is in preparation and every effort is being put forth for the 
comfort and pleasure of the Comrades and friends who may attend. 

The Encampment will be held on the fiftieth anniversary Olgunre 
battle of Chickamauga, in which sanguinary conflict many Comrades 
now resident in Oregon took part. The battle fields about the city 
will be a great attraction to those who participated in the campaign 
resulting in the capture of Atlanta, and excursion trains will run 
to these points of interest. 

It is hoped that a good representation of the Comrades and allied 
organizations may attend this meeting from this Department. 

Railroad rates from Portland to Chattanooga via St. Louis are 
&84.70 for round trip, tickets good for return until October 91. 

Il. The Commander congratulates the Department upon its good 
condition, as shown in the semi-annual report for term ending 
June 30. 

The consolidated report of the Assistant Adjutant General shows 
a net gain of 34 comrades since last report, making the whole number 
of members in good standing, June 30, 2,017, which is the highest 
enrollment in 20 years.

Comrade B. F. Allen, of Post No. 14, was appointed as Acting 
Assistant Adjutant General, and he has rendered a full and inter- 
esting report of the work of the Oregon delegation. Comrade A. W. 
France, assisted by Comrade George Sykes, worthily bore the Depart- 
ment Colors in the grand parade. 

The Headquarters of the G. A. R. and W. R. C. of Oregon were 
established in the Manufacturers’ Building, on Broad Street, in com- 
modious rooms generously donated by the Chattanooga Manutfac- 
turers’ Association. ‘ 

The Department of Oregon was represented on the committee on 
resolutions by Comrade B. F. Allen, and Comrade A. W. France was 
chosen as member of the National Council of Administration. 

Hon. Washington Gardner, of Michigan, was unanimously elected 
Commander-in-Chief, and Detroit was named as the location of the 
Forty-eighth National Encampment, in 1914. 

Il. ‘The earnest attention of the Comrades is called to the most 
important duty now resting upon us, that of maintaining and recruit- 
ing our Order, wasted as it is by death. ‘The Department Commander 
of Minnesota, in his address to the late Encampment of that Depart- 
ment, well says: 

“We easily get out of the habit of attending our Post meetings, 
and when we do, it becomes the easiest thing in the world to excuse 
an inclination to remain at home on Post nights. The old story, 
‘out of sight, out of mind, is sure to speedily follow, and our member- 
ship is dropped. When membership in a Post becomes small, those 
left grow weary, and are apt to give up the charter. The greater 
number of our Posts are small, and with the increasing age of Com- 
rades it is difficult to get a quorum, as well as to find Comrades 
who will fill the offices and make reports. I exhort them to ‘hold 
the fort’ until the last Comrade has been mustered out. 

“A chartered Post may seem of little use in a community if it is 
practically inactive. In any other sort of organization it would be so. 
But a Post of the Grand Army of the Republic represents a senti- 
ment of loyalty to the nation the Comrades helped to save, and so 
long as it remains in a community it continues to represent our great 
Order. When it is surrendered, its flag is hauled down and the 
whole Department is weakened. 

“My Comrades of the Union, we cannot spare the Grand Army 
of the Republic. It has unselfishly done great things for all who 
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worthily wore the Union blue, whether on its roll or off. But its 
work is not done, and will not be until the last one of us is mustered 
out. It must still be on guard to watch that nothing already gained 
be lost. | 

“Many veterans of the war are not upon our rolls. They ought 
to be there. Every means should be tried, and tried again, to get 
upon our rolls every man who once answered to the call of our 
martyred President and formed his victorious army, and keep them 
there until all of us are mustered into the great hereafter. Every 
such comrade should be made to see, and will if he is as true as of 
old, that it is his proudest privilege to belong to the only organization 
which represents the loval remnant which saved the Union. No matter 
if it is impossible for a Comrade to even attend the Post meetings 
frequently, or at all. His name upon our rolls will help us all, and 
will help him, and to have it there when he dies will be some day 
the just pride, perchance, of someone near to him.”

Comrades. 


I. Another Memorial Day approaches—the day we celebrate in 
memory of the heroes who have gone to answer the roll call in the 
Grand Army beyond—the day we celebrate by laying roses and gar- 
lands of flowers on the low green mounds of those we love. It is 
eminently fitting that we should commemorate their deeds and that 
their memories should be honored by their surviving Comrades. 

Fifty years ago our Government was shaken to its foundations by 
internal foes, and we passed through the greatest war of modern 
times, a war that cost us nearly 400,000 loyal lives for the preserva- 
tion and integrity of this grand Government, our country, the refuge 
of the downtrodden and oppressed of all the world. And now, on 
this day, let us pledge anew our fealty to Comrades living, and renew 
our obligation to the memory of the dead by spreading choicest 
flowers o’er the graves in which they lie awaiting the last reveille; 
let us keep alive this Memorial Day and teach the rising generation 
the sacredness of these observances. 

On May 30 let us gather in the cemeteries, we and our families, 
the Spanish War Veterans, the National Guard, the Women’s Relief 
Corps, the Ladies of the G. A. R., the Sons of Veterans, the citizens 
of our towns, school children, and the little ones scarce out of mothers’ 
arms. 
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Let all the members of the G. A. R. who are physically able march 
in procession through the cemeteries. If there be some who totter 
and stumble, their clinging love and feeble support to the flag serves 
as a touching and penetrating lesson in patriotism to the younger. 
Give place in the procession to the Women’s Relief Corps and Ladies 
of the G. A. R. Their loyalty deserves it. Ask the Spanish War 
Veterans to march also. It is good on that day that the old veterans 
of *61 and the men of 798, still in their prime, with their faithful 
auxiliaries, should march together from grave to grave of departed 
Comrades, leaving each grave fair with flags and flowers. It is 
right that they and all citizens should listen, drawn close together in 
the bonds of memory, love and patriotism, to the solemn taps, rever- 
berating over the graves of our beloved dead. It is a deserved honor 
to the past. It is a call of patriotism to the future. 

The cemetery is the final leveling ground, and the love of country 
is the great common bond between us ‘all. Let there be a community 
of interest on that day. 

The Department Commander earnestly desires that the Memorial 
season may be generally observed and its great lessons more deeply — 
impressed upon the hearts of the people than on any previous 
occasion. 

II. Let us not forget or neglect that most important duty of 
visiting the schools on some convenient day during the week ending 
May 30, such dates to be arranged by the memorial committees and 
the principals and teachers of the schools. 

Let every Comrade, whether specially detailed for that duty or 
not, lay aside other engagements and repair to the public school, there 
teaching, even by his presence, lessons of patriotism to the young 
people of our State, those who are soon to assume the burdens and 
responsibilities of citizenship. 

Let those who address the children speak briefly and simply, 
striving to impress upon their minds the great lessons of loyalty and 
good citizenship. 

Every Comrade detailed for this service should esteem such 
appointment as an honor, and consider himself disgraced by failing 
to report for duty unless otherwise detained. 

The hope of the future years is in the loyalty and patriotism of 
the children of today. Let us then not fail in our duty in these last 
days of the Grand Army of the Republic. 


“Fear not for the flag, or for freedom, 
While the hearts and the homes are true, 

And the lengthening line of the children 
Cheers the shortening line of the blue.” 


III. The Sunday preceding Memorial Day, May 24, will, accord- 
ing to the established usage of the Grand Army of the Republic, be 
observed as Memorial Sabbath. All Posts in the Department are 
directed to attend divine service on that day, to return thanks to the 
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Giver of all good gifts for His love and protection, and to unite in 
earnest prayer for His continued care and guidance tor ourselves and 
the country of our love. 

Posts are urged to invite not only the allied organizations, but 
the National Guard and all civic and fraternal associations to unite 
with them in this service. 

IV. The Gettysburg address of President Lincoln will be read or 
recited as part of the Memorial Day exercises. 

V. Blanks for Post Chaplain’s Memorial Day Report accompany 
this order. Post Commanders are charged with the duty of seeing 
that the Chaplains fill these blanks immediately after the Memorial 
Day exercises and forward them at once to this office in accom- 
panying addressed envelope.

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Frelon J. Babcock 


Frelon J. Babcock was born in Burke, Caledonia County, 
Vermont, June 14, 1843. Enlisted as private Co. II, Third Ver- 
mont Inf. Vols., May 10, 1861, served in the Vermont Brigade 


‘Second Div. Sixth Corps until October 28, 1862, when he was 


discharged for disability caused by wounds received in action. 
Re-enlisted August 6, 1863, as private in same Company and 
Regiment, served as private and non-commissioned officer until 
May 6, 1864, when he was wounded in shoulder and arm at the 
battle of the Wilderness; was in hospital in Philadelphia, Pa., 
until August 20, 1864, when he rejoined his regiment at Har- 
per’s Ferry, Va., and participated in the Valley campaign of 
1864, until September 16, when he was commissioned First 
Lieut. 41st U. 8. Inf., and ordered to Philadelphia, October 17, 
1864, where he was appointed Adjutant and with his regiment 
joined the Army of the James, November 7, 1864, where he 
served until the last of March, 1865. His command was ‘then 
transferred to the Petersburg front and took part in the capture 
of that place. In the pursuit of Lee’s army was in the column 
command by Gen. Sheridan. In May, 1865, was transferred to 
the Army of the Rio Grande. Was first stationed at Brazos 
Santiago, where he was commissioned Captain July 8, 1865, 
transferred to Edinburg, Texas, remaining there until Septem- 
ber 30. Resigned his commission and returned to St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., engaging in the furniture and undertaking business, 
and came to Oregon October, 1868, residing at Salem until 
his death. 

He was charter member and first Adjutant of Chamberlain 
Post No. 1, Department. of Vermont G. A. R., in 1867; charter 
member and first Commander of Sedgwick Post No. 10, De- 
partment of Oregon, in 1882. On the organization of the De- 
partment he was “elected member of the first Council of Admin- 
istration, Senior Vice Department Commander in 1883; De- 
partment Commander in 1884; serving a full term. His work 
in the organization of the Woman’s Relief Corps in Oregon is 
worthy of special mention. 

In civil life he was honored by his fellow citizens by election 
to the city council and city treasurer of Salem, county clerk of 
Marion County two terms, Grand Secretary of the A. F. & A. M. 


for many years. 


He was a constant attendant at the meetings of the Encamp- 
ments until his failing health forever ended his patriotic labors. 
He died at Salem on November 2, 1891.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER 


Comrades: The convening of this Encampment marks the closing 
of another year in the history of this Department of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. | 

One year ago you conferred upon me the distinguished honor of 
an election to the office of Commander of the Department of Oregon. 
I now return these honors, and place them in your hands with all 
the grace with which they were then conferred upon me; with the 
sincere hope that my successor may be accorded the same cordial 
greeting and warm-hearted comradeship that has been given me 
everywhere by the Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republi. 

There never was a time when the Grand Army of the Republic 
was held in higher esteem than it is at this time, nor was there ever 
a more affectionate regard manifested by all the people toward the 
survivors of the war fought for the preservation of the Union, than 
today. : 

The past year has not been especially eventful in our country. 

No great calamity has befallen us as a nation; the war clouds that 
at one time were of portentous threatening along our southwestern 
border, appear to have subsided. 

As Americans, of kin to all the world, we are interested observers 
of the mighty conflict that is being waged in Europe where the 
destinies of nations are trembling in the balance. We as a nation are 
undisturbed within and without, pursuing the honest vocations of life 
with a greater degree of freedom than was ever before vouchsafed to 
mankind under any other government in all the history of the world. 
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Fifty years have past since the great Civil War. The growth and 
magnificent achievements of our great united country, has become the 
wonder of the world. 

Marvelous indeed is the record of this nation made in the last 
fiftv years. Emerging from the darkness and devastation of four 
years of frightful war, with undaunted courage she stood before the 
world a renewed, regenerated and disenthralled democracy. 

Purified and rejuvenated by the scourge of civil war, free indeed 
to breathe the pure air of heaven; and with the flash and vigor of 
youth, the young manhood of America that had fought her hattles 
in war, came forward, and eagerly seized upon the opportunities that 
have awaited them, and have proved to the world that the victories 
of peace are indeed no less renowned than war. 

The men who now compose the Grand Army of the Republic were’ 
the pioneers in the great work that has been accomplished. They 
made these things possible, and to their sons and daughters belong . 
the honor of leadership in the mighty activities of the present age. 

The seeds of patriotism we have sown along our pathway are 
bringing forth fruit in the way of patriotism, loyalty and good 
citizenship. 

Our great public school system is the great bulwark of our civiliza- 
tion and in these we have planted the seeds of patriotism, and this 
year, more than ever before, our public schools have responded hand- 
somely to the call of duty, in taking part in the exercises of 
Memorial Day. 

Such action speaks volumes of praise for the school management 
of our State, and offers encouragement to the comrades that have 
worked so long and earnestly to bring about these conditions. 

We have great reason to be thankful for the many blessings that 
we enjoy today; thankful that we still live to enjoy the fruits “of our 
labor; thankful that while other nations are torn with war, we as a 
nation continue to enjoy the blessings of peace and domestic prosperity 
under the flag that means so much to us. 

During the year your Department Commander has visited, 
officially, thirty-three of the posts of the Department, with forty-seven 
additional calls, spoken at fifty-one meetings, attended the National 
Encampment at Detroit and performed other official funetions, 
traveling about six thousand miles. 

IT am convinced that the visitation of the several posts of the 
Department is a matter of great importance, and I respectfully recom- 
mend that the several posts take up the matter of dates with the 
incoming Department administration in order that a more complete 
svstem of visitation may be inaugurated. 

I also feel it my duty to suggest, that hereafter, in view of the 
important fact that the Department should be represented at the 
National Encampment by the Department Commander, and the further 
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fact that the great distance necessary to be traveled to attend the 
Encampment, involving considerable expense, that this Encampment 
provide at least the railroad expenses of the Department Commander 
in making this journey. 

The Department Commander assisted by our Assistant Adjutant 
General and other comrades organized a new post, viz.: Hancock 
Post No. 21 at Rainier. 

This new post was organized with ten charter members to which 
substantial increase is assured and it is now being ably assisted by 
a newly organized Woman’s Relief Corps. The comrades of Hancock 
Post No. 21 are to be congratulated. 

Great credit is due to our auxiliary organizations, the Ladies of 
the Woman’s Relief Corps and Ladies of the G. A. R., for their great 
help and encouragement they have rendered to us during the year. 

Their generous hospitality, as well as their financial contributions 
from time to time; all of which we fully appreciate and for which 
this Department will ever owe them a debt of gratitude. 

It is with a feeling of pride and satisfaction that your Commander 
acknowledges the splendid courtesy of the Spanish War Veterans in 
extending to the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic as 
individuals, honorary membership in their splendid young organiza- 
tion.

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third Annual Encampment at Tillamook, Oregon, in 1914, by electing . 
me Junior Vice-Commander, and I hope that my report will be 
worthy of the office which I have held for the past year. I had the 
pleasure of attending the Forty-eighth National Encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic held at Detroit, Michigan, September 3 
and 4, 1914, and assure you it was one of the greatest pleasures of 
my: lite. 


I arrived in Detroit on Sunday, August 31, picked up by one 
of the boy scouts and hustled off to place of rest and grub, which 
happened to be a widow woman, and had fine fare. Monday morning 
started to hunt for Oregon headquarters. Visited National head- 
quarters to find a list of department headquarters, found where 
Oregon headquarters were located. I arrived at the place but did not 
find the boys, as they left their luggage and all leaving on that day, 
and leaving no word, I did not find them until Tuesday evening. 
As T was still on the hunt for them I ran into Commander Fargo, 
being the first one of the Oregon boys I had seen since I arrived in 
Detroit. Wednesday morning we got together and organized for work. 
I wish to say right here I never saw such a large gathering handled 
with so much care. Detroit made good all she promised, it 1s a nice 
city, and a whole-hearted people. I will not give you a full report 
what I saw as it would make a load to relate, but a few things I wish 
to tell you of what the boy scouts are made of and what they did on 
the day of the parade, and how the boys did all through the days of 
the encampment. 1,200 boy scouts maintained at Detroit, 400 of them 
were on duty all the time, their services were waiting on comrades, 
locating places for them to stay, helping in crossing streets, and when 
a comrade gave out he was taken to a place of rest by a boy scout, 
if sick taken to a hospital. These scouts were of the age from 10 to 
14 years. On the day of the parade these boys showed their usefulness 
all along the line of march. They by hundreds were serving the com- 
rades with hot coffee and cold water, and when a comrade fell out 
of line, gave out, or was sick, he was taken out to a place of ease and 
when sick taken to a hospital by the boy scouts. I tell you it was 
grand and these are the boys that are going to protect the country. 
They will be there when called for in the future. 


Of the encampment, I wish to report before I close, of the generous 
way that Detroit treated the comrades on Tuesday, September 2, 1914. 
The city gave a naval pageant led by the U. 8. Revenue cutter, 
followed by seven large steamers, loaded down with comrades’ wives, 
and W. R. CG. numbering some 6,000 on a ride of 12 miles. 


Wednesday was the day of the grand parade and vast crowds lined 
the streets, windows, and housetops, over 309,000 people. Oregon 
Department came in for a share of the cheers. I had the pleasure of 
leading our department, Commander Fargo not being well. Nine of 
the boys were in line, three not taking part, making a total of twelve

y 
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from our department. Comrade France was nominated for National 
Junior Vice-Commander and then withdrew. I would like to say 
right here that I should like to see this Department represented in 
the National Encampment to fill the place of Junior Vice-Commander 
and I should recommend that the Department select and recommend 
some good comrade for that place with instructions to the delegates 
to work to that end. 

I have the pleasure to state that in the past year I have visited 
five posts, two posts I have visited twice, making seven visits in all. 
I find some in good working order, find three not taking up the 
countersigns by the officer of the day, vouching for the comrades, 
now I move that the countersign be taken up from each man at all 
meetings, and that the officer of the day get his countersign from 
his commander, so that he will be correct. I would also recommend 
that the post hold open meetings, assisted by the W. R. C., once every 
two months, for I believe that nothing will help build up a post or 
W. R. C. any better. 

I have the honor to say that I have visited three schools the past 
year and can say that my visits have been pleasant and I have been 
pleased with the interest that the school children take in my visits.

MEDICAL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


McMINNVILLE, OREGON, JUNE 14, 1915. 
Lo the Commander and Comrades, Department of Oregon, G. A. R. 
To have lived long enough before the Civil War to have taken a 
part in it, to have successfully passed through our share in that four 
years’ conflict where not only hostile bullets were fired to cut short 
our earthly career, but where in addition the germs of malaria, chronic 
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diarrhoea, typhoid fever, mumps, smallpox, and the dangerous and 
doubtful articles the sutler used to sell us, were on hands, recognized 
or unrecognized, to remove us from the land of the living, and to 
have lived in addition long enough to celebrate a half century of 
years after the close of the Civil War, gives us reason for congratula- 
tion and gratitude, and argues that we must have been built of pretty 
fair material which possessed excellent resisting powers. 


Our physical appearance at this time suggests to one willing to 
acknowledge that all the good things of life do not belong to the 
last half century, that in our boyhood the catnip, the sage or the 
boneset teas administered internally, with the wilted plantain leaves, 
the cabbage leaves, the flax-seed or bread and milk poultices, the 
mustard plasters and the fly blisters applied at various places on the 
outside of our anatomy to bring trouble to the surface or make it 
so hot outside we would for the time forget we had trouble anywhere 
else, was for us after all about as safe a proposition as to have been 
born about 60 years later when any internal bodily ailment seems to 
require professional investigation by the thrust of a long hollow 
needle into this human machinery to secure a sample of vital fluid 
for the microscope on the hunt for dangerous germs, or not content 
with this, and not content with examination with an x-ray machine, 
which is supposed to reveal all our physical short-comings, this desire 
for seeing what is inside would only be satisfied by a chance to look 
in after having shaved us, rubbed us and scrubbed us with antiseptic 
fluids and separated our muscles with sterilized knives or scissors, 
and then proceed with one or more rubber-gloved hands to explore 
our internal machinery to satisfy the explorers whether our stomachs 
needed resetting, our gall bladders need repairing, our intestines need 
replacing, our appendix needs removing, and whether there is anything 
remaining that could safely be left without a readjusting. 


We certainly took dreadful chances in those days before the war 
in not knowing what was going on inside of us when we had a pain 
in the region of the stomach, but fortunately for us boneset tea would 
act as an emetic if we drank enough, and on its return would some- 
times bring the cause of the trouble up with it, or if that was not at 
hand, a hot plate kept on the outside, with draughts of peppermint 
or spearmint tea inside, had a soothing effect and we got the grateful 
relief which satisfied us then fully as well as people are now satisfied 
to tell of their relief by means of surgical operations. 


We have reason to remember with gratitude the careful foresight of 
our mothers and grandmothers who gathered the medicinal herbs in 
their season, carefully dried them and hung them up in the garret 
for future use. In time of need they were there generally in liberal 
quantity, if fortunate enough to get along without them their odor 
was not unpleasant and sometimes seemed to assist in bring on grateful 
and refreshing slumber. 
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Our grandchildren are growing up under different medical and 
surgical conditions. When we were boys and used to snore at night 
it was said to be due to a cold in the head, and if the snoring became 
very decided we were turned on our side to make the tones a little 
less rasping. Now a snoring boy or girl is reported the victim of 
adenoids and must have tonsils removed or some guilty membrane 
inside the nose snared or excised. 

We did not have the milk we drank pasteurized, and the bottles 
from which it came sterilized, but we enjoyed it and as long as it 
was known that the cow herself was “pasteurized” in a good field and 
gave plenty of milk, our parents were willing to take the chances on 
our growing. In those early days we used to be afraid of a hospital 
and did not know what our temperature was morning and evening, 
and had no chance to fall in love with a pretty trained nurse whose 
dainty little headgear and white apron look so attractive, and who 
so.skillfully handles the hospital patients of the present day. No, 
some of these things were denied us, but -we are here, glad that we 
are living, and hope to carry with us to the tomb, when we cannot 
live any longer, all the bodily organs internal and external, with which 
nature endowed us, apologizing however to the many good and useful 
surgeons whose skill we recognize, whose necessity we acknowledge, 
and whose services we would call for in a time of need.

The committee appointed to prepare suitable memorial of our 
late comrade, Past Department Commander A. J. Goodbrod, pre- 
sented the following, which was adopted as read: 
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Su Memorian 


ALBERT J. GOODBROD 
(Department Commander in 1900) 


Comrade Goodbrod was born in Wittenberg, Germany, 
February 26, 1844. With his parents he came to America in 
1852, and lived for many years at Newark, New Jersey. 

He enlisted at New York City on the third day of January, 
1862, to serve for three years or during the war as private in 
Capt. Wm. W. Bennett’s Company B, 11th New York Cavalry, 
otherwise known as “Scott’s Nine Hundred.” 

The regiment under Col. Jas. B. Swain left the state May 5, 
1862, and served in the Department of Washington’ and the 
22d Corps from May, 1862; in the Department of the Gulf 
from March, 1864; at La Fourche, La., from May, 1864; at 
Baton Rouge, La., from June, 1864; in 2d Brigade Cavalry, 
Department of the Gulf, from August, 1864; in the Department 
of the Cumberland from March, 1865; and was mustered out 
at Memphis, Tenn., Sept. 30, 1865. 

The regiment or portions of it took part, among others, in 
the following engagements: Blue Ridge Mts., Va., June 18, 
1862; Poolsville, Md., Dec. 14, 1862; near Fairfax Courthouse, 
Va., June 2%, 1863; Boliver Hts., W. Va., June 30, 1863; 
Harper’s Ferry, W. Va., July 7, 1863; Edward’s Ferry, Md., 
Aug. 27, 1863; Leesburg, Va.-Rockville, Md., Sept., 1863; New 
River, La., May 15, 1864; Bayou Sara, La. and Brookhaven, 
Miss., Nov., 1864; skirmishes in La. and near Memphis, Tenn., 
Mar. 12, 1865. At Germantown, Miss., April 18, 1865, one of 
the last actions of the war, the regiment lost its greatest number 
—nine killed and twenty-four wounded. 

Albert J. Goodbrod received an honorable discharge at 
Washington, D. C., on the third day of January, 1864, and 
re-enlisted as veteran, in the same company and regiment, 
January 4, 1864, to serve three years. 

He was wounded at Fairfax Courthouse, Va., June 27, 1863, 
by a minie ball passing through a lung and lodging in his 
shoulder. He remained on the battlefield seven days, and was 
then taken to a hospital in Washington, rejoining his company 
after five months. He received honorable discharge with his 
regiment at Memphis, Tenn., Sept. 30, 1865, and re-enlisted 
on March 1, 1866, at New York City in M Company, Ist U. S. 
Cavalry, and was mustered out March 1, 1869, at Camp Lyons, 
Oregon. 


A. J. GDODBROD 


Past Department Commander, 1901 
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Comrade Goodbrod located in Union, Oregon, in 1876, and 
there served the city and community in numerous capacities ; 
was city marshal for four years; councilman five years, and in 
the various services was always identified with the best interests 
of the city and state. 

He joined Preston Post No. 18, G. A. R., and was its 
Quartermaster in 1884, and J. V. Commander in 1885, and 
Commander in 1887. He transferred his membership to O. P. 
Morton Post No. 36 at La Grande, Oregon, and became its 
Commander. In June, 189%, at the Department Encampment 
at Independence he was elected delegate to the National Hncamp- 
ment, and at The Dalles in May, 1898, was elected J. V. Depart- 
ment Commander; the following year at McMinnville he was 
again elected delegate to the National Encampment, and in 
June, 1900, at La Grande, he was unanimously elected Depart- 
ment Commander and served a full term. In 1902 he retrans- 
ferred his membership to Preston Post No. 18, G. A. R., and 
remained in it to the end. 

Comrade Goodbrod and Louisa Shoemaker were married at 
Union, Oregon, Dec. 10, 1890, and have two sons, George A. 
and F. Adrian. ; 

Mrs. Goodbrod is a member and Past President of Preston 
Corps No. 22, W. R. C. 

Comrade Goodbrod was of large stature, commanding pres- 
ence and was endowed with robust health until late in life. 
When bodily ills intervened he felt distressed and annoyed, not 
so much for his own comfort, as that his disabilities deprived 
him of that usefulness that he wished to give to those deserving 
his care and assistance. 

After a somewhat lingering illness, he passed away at La 
Grande hospital, August 21, 1914, aged 70% years. 

With his passing we, his comrades, deplore his loss and we 
commiserate with his family and his many personal friends; 
a brave patriotic soldier, a good and valued friend and citizen 
of the Republic has gone to his reward. Of such as he it is 
said, “They rest from their labors and their works do follow 
them.” God be with you, dear comrade, rest in peace; hail 
and farewell.

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UNOFFICIAL PROCEEDINGS 


We are indebted mainly to the Telephone-Register of McMinnville 
for the following report of the unofficial proceedings during the 
Encampment : 


The big special train of nine coaches from Portland Monday noon 
carried 410 passengers. ‘They were accompanied by General Passenger 
Agent John M. Scott, who personally looked after the comfort of 
guests and their proper transportation throughout the entire encamp- 
ment. The Southern Pacific has never had a passenger agent equally 
devoted to the needs of the people in transportation matters as is 
Mr. Scott. The job of assignments was a big one for the reception 
committee after the arrival of this train, and the general public will 
never know how hard they worked. The work was accomplished 
finally, however, and everybody found a place of entertainment. 

The parade on Monday was an interesting event. It was led by 
Marshal W. G. Henderson and James Martin, assisted by several 
ladies as aides on horseback. The Elks band followed, making superb 
music. Thirty members of the Oregon National Guard were in line, 
then came the guard of honor, comprising 32 young ladies in white 
uniforms armed with swords, and a company of 24 girls of the local 
campfire dressed in Indian maiden costumes, armed with spears. 
There were 83 members of the Elks lodge in the parade. ‘These were 
followed by the drum corps, composed of seven fifers, three snare 
drums and one bass drum. Accompanying the corps on either side 
was a line of flower girls—little tots just big enough to keep up with 
the procession, bearing flowers to be bestowed upon the soldiers. 
Following them was the body of G. A. R. veterans, 290 in number, 
and it is understood that at least 100 did not feel like joining in 
the march and remained outside. ‘Two auto loads followed and 
behind them were the Ladies of the G. A. R. and W. R. C. In this 
company were 10 ladies carrying a large flag strewn with roses. 
Another company of 12 ladies from the George Wright Post of 
Portland marched under the direction of a leader and were nicely 
uniformed in white. There were 222 ladies in line. Then followed 
behind a band from the amusement company’s show, and lastly came 
the Spanish War Veterans. Though few in number, these soldiers of 
the younger set were enthusiastic and bore a large Cuban flag along- 
side the national colors. 'They are members of the Bert J. Clark 
camp of this city. The parade was reviewed by Governor Withycombe 
from an automobile near the McMinnville National Bank. ‘The 
Governor made a brief address at the park following the parade. 

The evening program consisted of a nice address of weleome by 
Mayor Tilbury, who turned over a large key to Department Com- 
mander Fargo, who made response in an address of some length. 
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Mrs. Eva Ruger of Tillamook, president of the W. R. C., also spoke, 
as did Mrs. C. E. Parker, representing the ladies of the G. A. R. 
Roy W. Kesl spoke as Department Commander of the United Spanish 
War Veterans. 

On Tuesday evening there was a pleasing address by Dr. Lough- 
ridge, and vocal selections from two male quartets from Portland. 
J. D. Stevens of Portland responded to a call and made an address 
outhning the military possibilities of this country in case of war. 
There were presentation gifts to retiring Commander H. S. Fargo 
and Mr. Kellogg, chief of drum corps, by the ladies representing the 
two auxiliary organizations. 

One of the pleasing events of the evening was the presentation 
to the Department of Oregon, G. A. R., of a check for $28.75 by the 
Ladies of the G. A. R. 


The Spanish War Veterans took the drum corps in five automobiles 
Tuesday afternoon on an excursion to Dayton and Lafayette, where 
they dispensed patriotic airs in a lavish manner. Frank Rogers was 
one of the party, and he says he had one of the best times of his life. 
They started with an audience of one in Dayton, and the music was 
no sooner started than the people came running from all directions 
until a large crowd had gathered about the band. The experience 
was repeated in much the same manner at Lafayette. Representative 
P. P. Olds addressed the visitors, extending thanks for the music and 
calling for three cheers for the veterans, which was lustily responded 
to. In the evening the Spanish veterans, took lunch at the Antlers 
restaurant with members of Harrington Camp, S. W. V., who had 
come up in autos from Hillsboro. Late the same evening, after all 


exercises were over, they together visited the bivouac of the drum 


corps on South KE street, where they had a good social time, and had 
difficulty in restraining the musical veterans from getting out at 
midnight and disturbing the slumbering hosts of the town. Duncan 
Harris and Fred Garrison were leaders in this movement, and they 
had many testimonies from the old soldiers that never before had they 
been treated so cordially by the younger veterans—in fact, this was 
about the first time they had enjoyed such an innovation. 


The Veterans’ quartet of Portland, composed of Messrs. Mills, 
Morse, Hall and Parvin, delighted the audience on Monday and 
‘Tuesday evenings with vocal selections both patriotic and humorous. 
Prof. Parvin was formerly of Salem, and has been at the head of 
musical events of the state for years. He has composed much music, 
and is now at the head of a music school in Portland. The other 
quartet 1s known as the Grand Army, and they are also from Portland. 
They gave three selections Tuesday evening, and were twice enthusi- 
astically called back. All are fine singers, and show that they enjoy 
the art. The personnel of this quartet is Messrs. Chambers, Hamilton, 
Varner and Powellsen.

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There was a total registration of 728 visitors. Of these 488 were 
veterans, 165 members of the Relief Corps and 75 Ladies of the 
Grand Army. 


Our visitors were polite and most gracious in their appreciation 
of the efforts of this city to entertain.

GENERAL ORDERS No. 8, Series 1914-15. 


I. The Department of Oregon was represented at the Forty-eighth 
National Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic, at Detroit, 
Mich., August 31 to September 6, by the Department Commander, 
the Junior Vice-Department Commander, and eight representatives, 
all of whom were present at the business sessions of the Encampment. 
The headquarters of the Department were established at Room 107, 
Ponchartrain Hotel, where an open register was kept for recording 
the names of all callers. The entire delegation took part in the 
grand parade on Wednesday, when nearly 10,000 comrades marched 
a distance of one mile and a half in the presence of 200,000 people 
who extended to the marching comrades a most cordial greeting. The 
city was beautifully decorated and special entertainments were pro- 
vided for each evening of the week, when very interesting programs 
were presented. ‘The leading features of these gatherings were the 
eloquent addresses of Commander-in-Chief Washington Gardner and 
Commander-in-Chief-elect David J. Palmer of Iowa, which were much 
appreciated by the comrades. he city of Detroit is entitled to great 
credit for the splendid manner in which she handled this great 
Encampment. 


II. The Department Commander, like his predecessors, desires to 
remind the comrades, both officers and members of the importance 
of earnest and continuous effort in recruiting our ranks from the 
many worthy men who, for some inscrutable reason, still remain 
outside our order. 

The editor of the National Tribune well says: “Every man who 
has a spark of comradeship in his nature, who is glad that he served 
in the Union army, should be more than proud to unite with his 
comrades in the work of caring for his suffering comrades. He should 
be ashamed that he does not take his proper share of it. When a 
veteran dies it is the desire of himself and all his relatives that he 
should be given the honors of a burial by his Post and his grave 
properly marked and cared for on Memorial Day. How can he 
expect this if he has not joined with his comrades in paying similar 
honors to those who have preceded him ?” 

“Furthermore, membership in the Grand Army of the Republic 
is a place on the roll of honor which is highly valued by his children 
and grandchildren. It is a certificate of his honorable service in the 
army and navy which saved the Union. There are more than 200,000 
veterans outside of the Grand Army who are enjoying the fruits of 
its work in the shape of a liberal pension and who should be in the 
ranks in gratitude for what has been done for them, and in helping 
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carry on the magnificent work of charity and honor to all soldiers 
and sailors who followed the flag in the days of the nation’s distress.” 

The Department Headquarters has many calls for assistance from 
ex-soldiers of the Civil War, practically all of which are made by men 
who are not affiliated with the Grand Army, and who really have no 
valid claim upon us. 

It is the policy, however, of this office to render whatever help _ 
its limited resources will admit to any old soldier who may be in 
destitute cireumstances.., 

It is hoped that every post in the Department will at once enter 
upon an active campaign for recruits, and will bring inside the 
breastworks those comrades who have so long remained outside. 

The commander would also urge upon the post officers the duty 
of holding their membership. Do not be too ready -to suspend or drop 
from the roll those who, from poverty or even negligence have become 
in arrears in their dues. While of course it- is necessary to have a 
good financial basis for the post let it be remembered that the great 
object of organization is not the collection of dues, but the. promotion 
of comradeship. Let no comrade in the Department be dropped from 
its rolls because of poverty. shel 


II]. It is with pleasure that the Commander announces the 
addition of another post to the working force of the Department. 
Hancock Post No. 21, at Rainier, Columbia County, was mustered on 
July 22, 1914, by the Department Commander, assisted by the 
Assistant Adjutant General, and several comrades from Portland. 

The new post starts off with enthusiasm and will no doubt be a 
useful reinforcement to the ranks of the Department. Steps have 
already been taken toward the organization of an Auxillary. 


IV. The special attention of Post officers is called once more 
to the matter of Post records and reports. In too many posts in this 
Department, as well as in others, the adjutants and quartermasters 
are remiss in the discharge of their duties and their records are so 
neghgently kept that it is impossible to make an intelligent report 
from them. 

The Descriptive Books of some of the posts, (which should be 
most carefully kept, as they contain the complete record of member- 
ship) are a disgrace to an organization of intelligent men. Officers 
frequently report to these headquarters that the post records are in 
such shape that they cannot make a full report of the condition of 
the post. 

The Post Commanders are largely responsible for this neglect, 
ag the Adjutant is appointed by the Commander and it is his duty 
to see that his subordinate performs his duty. . | 

The Commander is responsible also for the prompt forwarding 
of reports to Department Headquarters, after he has examined them 
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and satisfied himself that they are fully and correctly made out. 
If he finds them imperfect or incorrect he shall cause the necessary 
corrections to be made before forwarding them.

HEADQUARTERS GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC. 
WasHineton, D. C., May 5, 1868. 


I. The thirtieth day of May is designated for the purpose of 
strewing with flowers, or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of their country during the late rebellion, and 
whose bodies now lie in almost every city, village and hamlet church- 
yard in the land. In this observance no form of ceremony is prescribed, 
but posts and comrades will in their own way arrange such fitting 
services and testimonials of respect.as circumstances will permit. 

We are organized, comrades, as our regulations tell us, for the 
purpose, among other things, “of preserving and strenghthening those 
kind and fraternal feelings which have bound together the soldiers, 
sailors and marines who united to suppress the late rebellion.” 
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What can aid more to assure this result than by cherishing tenderly 
the memory of our heroic dead, who made their breasts a barricade 
between our country and its foes? 

Their soldier lives were the reveille of freedom to a race in chains, 

and their deaths the tattoo of rebellious tyranny in arms. 
We should guard their graves with sacred vigilance. All that the 
consecrated wealth and taste of the nation can add to their adornment 
and security is but a fitting tribute to the memory of her slain 
defenders. 

Let no wanton foot tread rudely on such hallowed grounds. Let 
pleasant paths invite the coming and going of reverent visitors and 
fond mourners. Let no vandalism of avarice or neglect, no ravages 
of time testify to the present or to the coming generations that we 
have forgotten as a people the cost of a free and undivided republic. 

If other eyes grow dull and other hands slack, and other hearts 
cold in the solemn trust, ours shall keep it well as long as the light 
and warmth of life remain to us. 

Let us, then, at the appointed time, gather about their sacred 
remains, and garland the passionless mounds above them with the 
choicest flowers of springtime; let us raise above them the dear old 
flag they saved from dishonor; let us in this solemn presence renew 
our pledges to aid and assist those whom they have left among us, 
a sacred charge upon a nation’s gratitude—the soldier’s and sailor’s 
widow and orphan. = 


II. It is the purpose of the Commander-in-Chief to inaugurate 
this observance with the hope that it will be kept up from year to 
year while a survivor of the war remains to honor the memory of his 
departed comrades. He earnestly desires the public press to call atten- 
tion to this order, and lend its friendly aid in bringing it to the notice 
of comrades in all parts of the country in time for simultaneous 
compliance herewith. 


III. Department Commanders will use every effort to make this 
order effective.

Report of Department Commander 


Eugene, Ore., June 14, 1916. 
Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, Department of Oregon. 

We meet again in our Annual Encampment to transact the necessary 
business of the Department and to clasp each others hands in fraternal 
greeting. We meet in fraternity, charity and loyalty, and may our hearts 
unite in sustaining the great objects of our association. 

When you elected me as your Commander one year ago, at the Thirty- 
fourth Annual Encampment at McMinnville, I realized the great responsi- 
bility of the office and it was my intention to visit all the posts of the 
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Department, or at least all those within reach. I am sorry to say that 
I have not been able to visit many on account of ill health, have not been 
well during the year and I trust you will in great charity pardon my 
failure to meet you in your posts. 

For the same reason I was deprived of the pleasure of attendance 
upon the National Encampment at Washington, greatly to my regret I 
was obliged to obey the orders of my physician and stay at home. 

I am glad to report that the Senior Vice Department Commander, 
G. W. Keen; the Junior Vice Department Commander, C. H. Welch ; 
Past Department Commander, D. C. Sherman, and Representatives A. C. 
Sloan, A. J. Hobble, C. A. Stockwell, A. DeLong, J. P. Coulter and EB. D. 
Heinecke ably represented the Department of Oregon, not only in the 
sessions of the Encampment, but in the grand parade on Pennsylvania 
Avenue. The Department colors were proudly borne by Comrades Hobble 
of Meade Post No. 2, and DeLong of Sumner Post No. 12. 

‘The Commander desires to congratulate the comrades on the fraternal 
spirit which has prevailed in the ranks during the year and on the peace 
and harmony which exists among the comrades. 

As the swift years pass, the remnant of the mighty host who preserved 
this nation, half a century ago, marches on with quicker and ever quicker 
tread into the valley of the shadow, it is good to note the vrowing spirit 
of fraternity manifest among the comrades. As in the old days. so now, 
in “Life’s late afternoon,” the ranks are closing up and we touch 
elbows again. 


CONDITION OF THE DEPARTMENT 


The reports of the Assistant Adjutant General and Assistant Quarter- 
master General show the condition of the Department, both numerically 
and financially, to be fairly good. While no posts have been organized 
during the year, but one has surrendered its charter—W. H. Harrison 
Post No. 67 of Central Point. This post was mustered in 1886, and has 
had an honorable record of loyalty and usefulness. On account of losses 
by death and removal, and the infirmities of those who remained, it was 
found impossible to longer keep up the organization, and the charter was 
reluctantly surrendered on December 27, 1915. All the surviving members, 
in good standing, received transfer certificates and it is hoped that at 
least some of them will affiliate with other posts. 

Losses during the year were: By death, 154; by transfer. 45; by 
Suspension, 75; by honorable discharge, 9; by dishonorable discharge, 2; 
by surrender of charter, 12; making a total loss of 297 men. 

Gains were as follows: By muster, 96; by transfer, 54; by reinstate- 
ment, 47; a total gain of 197 comrades; a net loss of 100 for the year 1915. 

In this connection permit me to suggest to the members of this Encamp- 
ment the propriety of changing the ratio of representation in the 
Department Encampment from the present rate of one Representative and 
one Alternate for each twenty members, or major fraction thereof, to 
one Representative and one Alternate for each fifteen members or major 
fraction. 

Our ranks are rapidly thinning and as our membership decreases the 
attendance at these annual reunions will grow less and a reduction of 
the basis of representation will be necessary. It seems to me that the 
time for this change to be made has fully come. 


MEMORIAL DAY 


It is very gratifying to learn from the reports of the Post Chaplains 
and from the press that the memorial observances in this Department 
were more largely attended and more impressive than usual. One feature 
of the memorial exercises which is specially pleasing is the large part 
taken in them by the children of the public schools. 
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The attendance of comrades upon the services of Memorial Sunday 
and the visits made to the public schools in the week preceding May 30, 
are specially noted. There is no more important duty now devolving 
upon us than teaching lessons of patriotism and loyalty to the children. 
The Grand Army is in itself an object lesson of patriotism to the young 
people of our nation, and in the little time left to us we should be diligent 
in the performance of this duty. 


“Fear not for the flag or for freedom, 
While the heart and the home are true, 

And the lengthening line of the children, 
Cheers the shortening line of the blue.” 


SOLDIERS’ HOME 


I regret that the state of my health has prevented my intended visit 
to the Home at Roseburg, but from reports received from those familiar 
with its work I am satisfied that it is equal to any in the country, and 
superior to most. 

On October 1, 1915, R. C. Markee was appointed by the State Board 
of Control to succeed W. W. Elder as Commandant of the Home. Comrade 
Elder’s administration was long and successful and under his management 
very many of our unfortunate comrades were cared for. 

The present incumbent, Comrade Markee, and his estimable wife are 
doing all in their power to make life pleasant for the comrades who are 
obliged to find a refuge in the Home. 


WOMAN’S RELIEF CORPS 


For a third of a century the Woman’s Relief Corps has been the right 
arm of the Grand Army of the Republic. While we are growing less in 
numbers, they are increasing, and as the years go by their work also 
increases. They visit the sick, comfort the sorrowful, and relieve the 
distressed. Under the able and devoted management of Mrs. Minnie 
Horseman, the Department President, it has rendered valuable service to 
the comrades during my administration. 


GADIDS OF THE G. A. R. 


We wish also to recognize our indebtedness to the Ladies of the G. A. R. 
Though less in number than the Woman’s Relief Corps, they are none 
the less earnest and helpful in their work of assisting the needy veteran 
and his dependent ones. Their influence is also felt in teaching the 
younger generation the respect and affection due to the flag of our 
country, and to its defenders.

Medical Director’s Report 


The Medical Director read his report, which was received with applause 
and referred to Comrades W. J. R. Beach, W. H. Murphy and J. L. Crow. 


Hugene, Ore., June 14, 1916. 
To Commander and Comrades, Department of Oregon. 


Conditions tending to lengthen human life and promote physical com- 
fort pertain particularly to the Medical Director’s department, hence 
suggestions to that end may properly be offered at each annual gathering. 
Since mankind is said to be a creature of habit, something should be said 
in favor of good habits. If the recent enactment of a prohibitory law has 
deprived any comrade of the habit of taking a walk in the early morning 
in the direction of some saloon and the habit when reaching it of taking 
an alcoholic beverage for weak digestion, it may be said for his encourage- 
ment that it is just as healthy to take the walk in another direction for 
change of scenery, and if he will before he starts place a few quassia chips 
in a glass of cold water, he will be rewarded on his return by having 
a beverage ready sufficiently bitter to satisfy any reasonable stomach and 
far ahead of any alcoholic beverage in its lasting tonic influence. 

Not many comrades can be persuaded that there is no such thing as 
disease as long as colds, neuralgias, headaches, pleurisy and rheumatism 
are abroad in the land, and a habit of taking something for our relief 
is so fixed with us as to furnish part of our occupation. Many imported 
drugs are now so expensive—said to be by reason of the war in Europe— 
as to prohibit their use if substitutes can be found, and it is to a few of 
these substitutes your attention is directed. First and foremost is the

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liberal use of water internally, externally, and continually as one great 
means of keeping the system free from disease producing germs. Added 
to this is the benefit of the morning walk habit, with swinging of the 
arms and deep inhalations of pure air. Both these remedies are cheap 
and exceedingly valuable. Then as to drugs, it may be stated that wild 
cherry bark will yield its virtues to cold water and by adding sugar to 
a solution a syrup may be made that is useful for our coughs or the 
solution may be drank without the sugar to reduce our heart beats when 
we become excited over a political argument, or when some one tells us 
we were of no use in the army. Another remedy for our coughs said to 
be valuable in our old age can be made from skunk cabbage which grows 
plentifully and yields its virtues to cold water also. When we become 
hoarse after telling for hours how we marched from Atlanta to the Sea, 
a useful remedy can be prepared from horseradish, which is a neutral 
remedy, according to Pat, who when eating cold meat at a restaurant 
was asked whether he would have French or German mustard and replied, 
“Oh, I’m neutral, give me horseradish.” Mentioning mustard reminds us 
that the habit of keeping some on hand is highly recommended. After 
eating too generously of a bean supper, washed down by strong coffee, 
and followed by pie, a heaping teaspoonful of mustard stirred into a 
glass of tepid water and drank at once will bring the beans up again, 
giving the benefit of their taste both going and coming, while the stomach 
is relieved of a distressing burden which would have deprived us of a 
comfortable night’s sleep. Then mustard plasters should not be forgotten ; 
they reddened the skins of our grandparents and will do the same for us. 
Another remedy of our grandmothers is not very expensive. Sulphur 
with cream tartar for our blood, and sulphur with lard for the itch. 
Present day insurance is not an absolute protection against the return 
of the itch and preparedness is to be recommended. Some physicians 
believe boneset tea is useful in the difficult digestion of aged people and 
we don’t have to send to Europe after boneset. Its use in lowering fevers 
and reducing bodily heat should make it valuable when one gets hot “under 
the collar,” and feels like charging with both fists. The habit of stopping 
long enough to drink boneset tea before action begins will tend to cool off 
the pugilistic tendency and often save trouble and expense. Sage fea 
is said to prevent the hair from turning gray, but from our appearance 
we have not tried it, or if we did we began too late in life. Those who 
have used it can testify that their scalp has been preserved whether the 
hair has or not. Onions have some reputation as a remedy in troubles 
of the chest, used both internally and externally. and whichever way they 
are used, our friends who come in contact with us will not accuse us 
of using anything stronger. Another relative of the onion family called 
garlic has its uses in medicine, but this writer has never been compelled 
to use it. A pretty little plant called lobelia grows in many places in 
this country, and is useful as a remedy for asthma when taken internally 
and for the irritation of oak poisoning when used externally. It must 
be used with some caution however. 

Lengthening the list will lengthen the paper too much. One who will 
associate with any remedies a cheerful frame of mind, cultivate a feeling 
of gratitude to the Giver of All Good, avoid being disturbed by the little 
worries of life, and find pleasure in the things about him, is practicing 
habits that promise long life and useful existence.

The following report of the Department Chaplain was read by the

With all these he remembers the sorrows and burdens of those left 
at home and would not needlessly impose them upon others. 

Rather let us emphasize the virtues of christian citizenship, the beauty 
and dignity of lives spent in the service of Him who said, “Peace on earth, 
good will to men.” 

Finally, I commend you to Him who required of His people to “do 
justly, love mercy, and walk humbly with Thy God.”

Report of Department Patriotic Instructor 


The report of the Department Patriotic Instructor is as follows:

Dear Sir and Comrade: In compliance with custom and Rules and 
Regulations, I have the honor to submit my report as Patriotic Instructor 
of the Department of Oregon, Grand Army of the Republic, after first 
expressing my high appreciation of the high honor conferred upon me 
by the Department Commander. 

Though I feel that I have fallen short of accomplishing all that I had 
wished, which will leave my report deplorably incomplete. Upon assuming 
the duties of the office, I had mailed to each post in the Department, 
Circular Letter No. 1, enclosing therewith blank forms for reports from 
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Post Patriotic Instructors, of which but three have responded up to this 
date—Post No. 28 of Pendleton, Post No. 2 of Oregon City, and Post No. 7 
of Eugene. But when we take into consideration that our ranks are 
rapidly growing thinner, and feeble health has kept many of our comrades 
frem visiting the schools or taking part in any of the exercises, we must 
remember that our State is large and sparsely settled, the posts located 
in isolated sections, with great distances apart, the comrades scattered 
over an area of many miles of unsettled territory with little or no means 
of transportation, which makes it difficult for comrades enfeebled with 
the infirmities of old age from attending and addressing the schools; 
besides having to labor under these adverse conditions, few are able to 
attend post meetings and many posts can hardly muster enough members 
to officer their meetings. Notwithstanding these conditions I take pleasure 
in reporting that the patriotic spirit has increased among all classes 
throughout the State. 

The State Superintendent of Public Instruction called the attention of 
the principals and teachers to the proper observance of national holidays 
in conjunction with the Grand Army of the Republic; resnliting in our 
schools and the people generally taking a greater interest in the exercises 
and the teaching of patriotism than ever before, for the American people 
are realizing more and more what the soldiers of 1861-65 have accom- 
plished, and Memorial Day has taken on a new character, being less of a 
holiday and more of a day sacred to patriotic memories. On Memorial 
Day, business was largely suspended, banks and public offices were closed, 
and great throngs of people gathered at the cemeteries and the public 
places where exercises in honor of our deceased comrades were held. 

As far as could be learned every public school was visited and 
addressed by some comrade on February 11, February 22, and May 26, 
assisted by representatives of other patriotic societies. ‘The Lincoln 
Memorial Association is distributing Lincoln’s Second Inaugural and the 
Gettysburg Address among the pupils of the schools, and the Sons of the 
Revolution have placed beautiful silk flags in all the circuit court rooms 
of the State. 

I regret that I was unable to visit any posts or schools outside the 
city of Portland, there being no funds available to defray traveling 
expenses of Patriotic Instructor. I visited the Woodmere and Arleta 
schools on four occasions, addressing the pupils on American History, 
Patriotism and Preparedness and upon our duties as citizens. 

My visits were always made pleasant, owing to the great interest 
shown by both teachers and pupils manifesting a desire to learn and to 
do honor to those who were not ‘too proud to fight” when the nation 
was imperiled. 

I would suggest that every comrade consider it his duty to inculcate 
lessons of patriotism and love of country, not only in our children but 
among all classes, especially among his neighbors and in the community 
in which he resides, aS in many instances parents and teachers are 
more deficient than the children. 

Our duty to our country requires that we instill and foster that same 
spirit among all our people that animated us fifty years ago. 

I desire to acknowledge with thanks the kind and courteous assistance 
rendered by the Assistant Adjutant General during my term of office.

At this point a delegation from the Encampment of the United 
Spanish War Veterans was reported at the outpost, and being introduced 
were enthusiastically welcomed by the comrades.

Inasmuch as in certain localities posts of the Grand Army of the 
Republic are obliged to surrender their charters from lack of sufficient 
members to carry them on, this Department recommends the amendment 
of Chapter II, Art. IV, Sec. 2, Rules and Regulations, to read: 

Members of disbanded posts who were in good standing at the time 
of such disbandment may receive from the Assistant Adjutant General 
of the Department transfer certificates, which shall have full force, or, 
in lieu thereof, at their option, may have their names enrolled at Depart- 
ment Headquarters by the Assistant Adjutant General in a book prepared 
and kept by him, to be known as “The Roll of Members at Large” of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 

Such “Members at Large” shall pay an annual due equal to the 
per capita tax, and shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges of 
comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

The Assistant Adjutant General of the Department may admit or 
reinstate all such applicants and shall be the sole judge of their 
qualifications. 

Opposite each name on the roll shall be a descriptive list, of the usual 
form for information and identification.

Report of Committee on Soldiers’ Home 


To the Department Commander, Officers and Comrades. 

Greeting: As chairman of the Committee on the State Soldiers’ Home, 
permit me to say that other members of the committee living so remote 
from the Home, found it very inconvenient—in fact, almost impossible— 


en aN 
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to visit the Soldiers’ Home in person, I, therefore, took it upon myself 
to perform the duty expected of the committee, as best I could, which 
I did by calling at the Home, incog, on or about April 10 last. 

It was my good fortune, as probably most visitors are invited so to do, 
to have had the pleasure of going through all the buildings (from “base- 
ment to garret,” so to speak), and in that way meeting most of the 
members, and later on, when alone, except with the member with whom 
I was conversing, of asking how they fared at the Home. 

The answer in every instance was favorable to the Commandant, 
Comrade Markee, and his estimable wife, who as matron, has endeared 
herself to the ‘old boys,” much as the good mother does to her own 
children. 

I found the rooms neat and clean—in fact, about the premises nothing 
was observed to be out of order. An improvement that had been made 
since Comrade Markee took charge of the Home, to-wit, that of having 
fire escapes erected at each end of the main building, east and west, 
deserves special mention; and this should have been attended to long ago. 
This is said, however, without intending reflection on any former com- 
mittee, as I was informed that such improvement had been recommended 
but that the former Commandant had not thought it necessary; and not 
until Commandant Markee had called the attention of the Governor, head 
of the Board of Control, who made an official visit to the Home and 
took in the situation, which he pronounced criminal, was anything done 
toward remedying this defect in the building. Comrade Markee got busy 
at once and soon the “old: boys” saw the new fire escapes put in place 
for their benefit and safety. 

I also had the pleasure of going all over the grounds, including the 
cemetery, and these were found in good shape, proportionately, to that 
of the buildings. 

And now in conclusion, allow me to say that, in my opinion, so long

Senior Vice Commander, Department of Oregon, 1906 


Comrade Patrick was born in Crawford County, Indiana. 
April 27, 1845, and lived in that state till the outbreak of the 
Civil War when he enlisted in the 49th Regiment of Indiana 
Infantry ; after serving three years in that regiment he re-enlisted 
in the 144th Indiana and served to the end of the war, when he 
received an honorable discharge. 

Returning from his service in the army he was married on 
December 14, 1866, to Miss Harriett S. Doolittle, who with eight 
children survive him. On December 14 last Comrade Patrick 
and wife celebrated their golden wedding anniversary, at their 
home in Grants Pass, where they located on coming to Oregon 
about 30 years ago. 

Immediately on coming to Grants Pass, Comrade Patrick 
became a member of Gen. Logan Post No. 39, Grand Army of the 
Republic, and was an earnest and enthusiastic member of that 
organization to the time of his death, having served as Com- 
mander of his post for several years, and was elected Senior 
Vice Commander of the Department in 1906. 

On the morning of May 9, 1916, surrounded by his loving wife 
and children, he responded to the last call of “taps” and the 
light of his life went out. As a soldier his record was without 
a blemish; a loving and tender husband and father, a faithful 
friend, with a broad charity for all mankind, he has left us a 
rich legacy of a noble life well spent. 

Under the flag he loved so well, under the tender care of the 
organization of which he was so proud, he sleeps.

Arrangements are being made for a special car for the Oregon delega- 
tion, to run through from Portland to Washington without change, and 
Headquarters for the Department will be secured in some convenient 
hotel in Washington. 

All comrades, members of the auxiliary organizations, and friends who 
intend to make the trip are requested to inform this office as soon as 
convenient. 

6. The Department Commander desires to emphasize the duty of the 
posts of this jurisdiction, not only in using every effort possible to bring 
into the ranks all who are eligible to membership, but the equally important 
duty of holding them in line after they have been mustered in. 

In too many cases, comrades through their own negligence, or that of 
the post officers, find themselves behind in their dues and often are 
placed on the suspended list without having been notified of. their delin- 
quency. No man should be suspended until every effort has been made 
to keep him in good standing in the post. It is believed that if proper 
diligence were exercised and suspension confined to those cases where it 
seems to be absolutely necessary this Department would show an increase 
of membership for some time to come. 

While the death rate is large, and of necessity will increase as the 
years pass, yet the great factor in the depletion of our ranks is the 
suspended list.

While the finances should receive attention, and due diligence should 
be used in the management of the funds, yet no man should be lost from 
our rolls on account of his poverty. 

7. The Commander wishes to congratulate the comrades on the very 
pleasant and harmonious session of the Thirty-fourth Annual Hncampment 
at McMinnville, June 14 to 16, and to the good people of that beautiful city 
our thanks are due for their kind reception and generous hospitality. 

The Encampment showed its appreciation by a unanimous vote of 
thanks. 

Mention should also be made of the courtesies extended us by the 
transportation companies, especially the Southern Pacific Railroad, whose 
officials gave personal attention to the comfort and convenience of the 
comrades and their friends.

For the third time since the beginning of his administration the 
Department Commander calls the attention of the Post Commanders to 
this matter. Of the 64 posts of the Department but 24 have responded. 
It is the duty of the Post Commander to recommend these comrades for 
appointment on the staff, they are not elected by the post. 

These Aides-de-Camp represent the Department Commander in their 
respective posts and are selected because of their zeal and fidelity in the 
work of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

They should not rest upon the honor of their position but work zealously 
in aiding the Commander in his efforts to build’ up the posts of this 
Department. 

2. The Department Commander suggests to the several posts, that 
whenever practicable, camp-fires and open meetings be held, and that 
increased attention be paid to the social life of the order. 
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Whenever possible posts are urged to make fraternal visits to each 
other and in every way seek to cultivate the spirit of fraternity among 
the comrades. 

5. In accordance with the rules and regulations of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, the annual election of post officers, also Representatives 
and Alternates to the Forty-fifth Annual Encampment must be held on the 
first stated meeting in December, and installation of -officers on the 
first meeting in January. 

Accompanying these orders will be found blanks on which to make 
report of election of officers, also for report of deceased comrades. 

Election reports should be mailed to these Headquarters immediately 
after the installation of officers. 

The representation of the several posts in the Department will remain 
as before, viz.: One Representative and one Alternate for every twenty 
members in good standing and an additional Representative and Alternate 
for a major fraction of that number. Posts with a membership of less 
than twenty are entitled to one Representative and one Alternate. It is 
important that all Past Post Commanders, in good standing, be reported 
on the election blanks as the roll of the Forty-fifth Annual Encampment 
will be made from these reports. 

A circular letter from the Department Patriotic Instructor is enclosed 
herewith, also blank for report of Post Patriotic Instructor, and these 
officers are urged to make prompt and full reports to the Department. 
Patriotic Instructor. 

4. Blanks for semi-annual reports of Post Adjutants and Quarter- 
masters will be mailed to each post on November 26, and the special 
attention of the Commanders of the posts is called to the making and 
forwarding of these reports. 

It is his duty to see that they are correctly made out and forwarded 
on time, and he is expected to give personal attention to them. 

It is specially requested that the Post Adjutants be sure to record 
the name and military service of each comrade mustered into the post 
during the term, and report by name also, each comrade who has been 
lost to the post during the same time, stating whether the loss is by death, 
discharge, transfer or suspension. In other words, make full report as 
required by the blanks. 

In making the financial part of the report, the Quartermaster should 
be particularly careful that his report of “cash balance on hand” is 
absolutely correct. Remember that ‘cash balance on hand” is simply the 
difference between total receipts and total disbursements, and a balance 
that does not exactly represent this difference is not correct. 

Too often it happens that Quartermasters fail to complete their 
reports; and all are reminded that the last items in the blanks, relating 
to “post property” are important and should be filled. 

5. Post Quartermasters, in making requisitions for supplies are 
requested to use the requisition blanks, which will be furnished, free of 
cost, on application to Department Headquarters. 

The Journal of the Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment of this Depart- 
ment has been received from the printers, and comrades desiring a copy 
will receive one on application to this office. They will be sent free of 
postage while they last. 

6. Your Commander desires most earnestly that every comrade in the 
Department could feel the importance of bringing into the ranks every 
comrade who has “fallen out,’ as well as every eligible veteran who has 
never “fallen in.” The history of the Grand Army of the Republic will 
soon be closed. 

Kvery name which has been borne on the muster roll of the Union 
Army should be upon the pages of the volumes which not only record his 
service in the field, but his service in building up the Nation he helped 
to preserve. 
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The honor of comradeship in the Grand Army is no light thing, earned 
as it has been by loyal service in the cause of Liberty and Union, and 
no veteran should be content to remain outside the ranks of our great 
organization. ; 

As the swift years pass, each day bringing nearer to our hands the 
key of the great mystery; and as one by one our comrades drop from 
our sides, let us close up the ranks with true soldierly courage, keep step 
with our comrades to the last. 

Let us not be harsh in our judgments of each other. We can afford 
to forgive much in a soldier who has fought for the flag! 

Forgetting our petty differences, our varying views of matters which 
so soon will be of no account to us, let us cherish the great principles 
of Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty, and show to our countrymen that the

1. The Department Commander takes this opportunity of conveying 
his thanks to the officers of the posts of this Department for their prompt 
attention to the making and forwarding the semi-annual reports for term 
ending with 1915. These reports came in promptly and no post was 
reported delinquent. 

He regrets the falling off in membership from 1,924, number reported 
June 30, to 1,842 on the roll December 31, but considering the large death 
rate and the increasing infirmities of the comrades it should be no cause 
of wonder or discouragement. 

2. The Commander announces with regret that W. H. Harrison Post 
No. 67, of Central Point, has found it necessary to surrender its charter 
and has returned all property of the Department to Headquarters as 
required by the Rules and Regulations. The comrades in good standing 
at the date of disbandment, December 27, 1915, have received transfer 
certificates from this office and it is hoped that most, if not all of them, 
will affiliate with some other post. 

In many places in this Department posts are weak in numbers, with 
membership scattered over large territory, and the Department Com- 
mander extends heartfelt sympathy to these little squads of loyal and true 
comrades, who in the face of great discouragement, still keep the camp- 
fires burning and the flag flying. 

As in the old days they are doing loyal service to the country of their 
love and hope. 

2 The attention of Post Adjutants is again called to the necessity of 
reporting deaths of comrades as soon as possible after they occur, as a 
complete record of our deceased is needed for the records of the Depart- 
ment and for publication in the Journals of the Encampments. 

4. The Department Council of Administration met at the call of the 
Commander on Saturday, February 19, with a full attendance, and fixed 
the date of the Thirty-fifth Annual Encampment of the Department at 
Eugene on June 14, 15 and 16. The Assistant Adjutant General was 
directed to make the best arrangements possible for transportation to 
the meeting. 
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Full information concerning railroad rates, entertainment, program, 
etc., will be given in later General Orders. 

>. The Department Commander feels obliged to call the attention of 
the comrades to a flagrant violation of both the letter and spirit of the 
Rules and Regulations of the Grand Army of the Republic found in an 
article published in the Oregon Messenger of Salem, December 23, 1915, 
containing an attack upon one of the State officials who is a candidate for 
re-election ; said article being of a distinctly political character and pur- 
porting to have the endorsement of one of the posts of the Department. 

It is to be regretted that any post could be influenced to take such 
action, contrary to the laws of the order. Every member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic has the largest liberty in all political matters, but 
he has no right to speak for another. 

The matter was brought before the Council of Administration at its 
recent meeting and after full discussion the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, There appeared in the ‘Oregon Messenger,’ a newspaper 
published in Salem, Oregon, of the date of December 23, 1915, an article 
of a political nature involving the Grand Army of the Republic, which is 
strictly forbidden in the Rules and Regulations of the order; therefore, 
be it 

“Resolved, That it is the consensus of opinion of this body that it is 
clearly a violation of one of the most sacred tenets of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and clearly deserves the condemnation of all comrades loyal 
to the order, because it is distinctly partisan in its language.” 

The Department Commander trusts that he will not again have 
occasion to call the attention of the comrades to so serious a violation 
of the principles of our order.

Let it be a year of pleasant memories, not only of 
services and sacrifices and sorrows, but of joy and gladness, because of 
the far-reaching benefits and blessings to our country and humanity.

“In 1866, General J. B. Murray gathered together his comrades in 
New York, and as far as I can learn was the first to decorate the graves 
of comrades. ; 

“In 1867, the first Memorial Day parade was organized by Col. T. C. 
Campbell in Cincinnati. In 1868, Gen. Logan issued his famous Memorial 
Day Order. 

“In April, 1866, the provisional organization was formed, and on 
November 20, 1866, the first National Encampment was held at Indian- 
apolis, Ind. 

“The declarations of Principles and Objects are set forth in the 
Preamble and in Article II of the Rules and Regulations. The attention 
of comrades should be called to this at the April meetings and such 
exercises held as each post may approve preliminary to the great jubilee 
gathering at the next National Encampment.” 

On April 6, 1866, the first post of the order was organized at Decatur, 
lll., by Dr. Benjamin F. Stephenson, and it is well, at this time, to recall 
the glorious history and achievements of the half century of its existence. 

The Department Commander quotes from the words of Major Robert 
M. Woods, the first Adjutant General of the order. 

“With the history and achievements of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, every veteran soldier is more or less familiar. 

“Tt has provided the United States with six Presidents: Ulysses S. 
Grant, Rutherford B. Hayes, James R. Garfield, Chester A. Arthur, 
Benjamin Harrison and William McKinley. 

“It has furnished Governors almost continuously to all the Northern 
states and it has furnished thousands of officers in all of the states, and 
in every county, city, town and village in the land. It has guided the 
patriotic spirit of the people in the direction of the veteran soldier and 
sailor, and has given him a prominence and prestige he would not have 
enjoyed had it not been for the Grand Army of the Republic. 

“Tt has permeated the public sentiment of the country and has proved 
a school of patriotism for the youth of America. It has cultivated a love 
for the flag and placed it on every public building in the land. It has 
been an object lesson to the hordes of foreign-born who are flocking to 
our shores—a lesson which they are rapidly learning. . 

“Tt represents, to the American people and to the world, the patriotism 
of the country, the grand struggle for liberty and union of the great 
American army in 1861-65. 

“It is the visible remnant of the Grand Army of nearly two millions of 
men, who, in two thousand five hundred battles and- skirmishes, upheld 
the flag of our union, re-established its supremacy, and who have given 
the world the great power, which makes for peace, for prosperity, for 
liberty and progress, for human rights, for equality before the law, for 
opportunity for the poor and for hope to the oppressed of every land. 

“Such is the Grand Army of the Republic.” 

Into this great fellowship every old soldier is urged to enter. The 
community takes it for granted that all veterans are in the ranks of the 
order and it is a source of surprise that they are not. 

Many excuses are given for remaining outside, but no reason, good, 
bad or indifferent, is advanced for non-affiliation with the comrades.

1. In accordance with our Rules and Regulations, as well as the estab- 
lished custom, and in compliance with General Orders No. 4 from National 
Headquarters, Tuesday, May 30, will be observed by the posts of this 
Department and patriotic citizens generally as Memorial Day. 

Forty-eight years ago that great patriot and soldier, Gen. John A. 
Logan, Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, established 
this beautiful custom by his famous General Orders No. 11, which should 
be read at the exercises of Memorial Day: : 

Headquarters Grand Army of the Republic. 
Washington, D. C., May 5, 1868. 
General Orders No. 11. 

1. The thirtieth day of May, 1868, is designated for the purpose of 
Strewing with flowers, or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of their country during the late rebellion, and whose 
bodies now lie in almost every city, village and hamlet churchyard in the 
land. In observance no form or ceremony is prescribed, but posts and 
comrades will in their own way arrange such fitting services and: testi- 
monials of respect as circumstances may permit. 

We are organized, comrades, as our Regulations tell us, for the purpose, 
among other things, “of preserving and strengthening those kind and 
fraternal feelings which have bound together the soldiers, sailors and 
marines who united to suppress the late rebellion.” What can aid more 
to assure this result than by cherishing tenderly the memory of our 
heroic dead, who made their breasts a barricade"between our country and 
its foes? Their soldier lives were the reveille of freedom to a race in 
chains and their death a tattoo of rebellious tyranny in arms. We should 
guard their graves with sacred vigilance. All that the consecrated wealth 
and taste of the Nation can add to their adornment and security is but 
a fitting tribute to the memory of her slain defenders.: Let no wanton 
foot tread rudely on such hallowed grounds. Let pleasant paths invite 
the coming and going of reverent visitors and fond mourners. Let no 
vandalism of avarice or neglect, no ravages of time, testify to the present 
or to the coming generations that we have forgotten as a people the cost 
of a free and undivided republic. 

If other eyes grow dull and other hands slack, and other hearts cold 
in the solemn trust, ours shall keep it well as long as the light and warmth 
of life remains to us. 

Let us, then, at the time appointed, gather around their sacred remains 
and garland the passionless mounds above them with the choicest flowers 
of springtime; let us raise above them the dear old flag they saved from 
dishonor; let us in this solemn presence renew our pledges to aid and 
assist those whom they have left among us a sacred charge upon the 
Nation’s gratitude—the soldier’s and sailor’s widow and orphan. 
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2. It is the purpose of the Commander-in-Chief to inaugurate this 
observance with the hope that it will be kept up from year to year, while 
a survivor of the war remains to honor the memory of his departed com- 
rades. He earnestly desires the public press to call attention to this order, 
and lend its friendly aid in bringing it to the notice of comrades in all 
parts of the country in time for simultaneous compliance therewith. 

3. Department Commanders will use every effort to make this order 
effective.

Let the comrades of the Department, assisted by the allied organiza- 
tions and the patriotic people of our great State prove again to the world 
that here eyes have not grown dull, hands slack, nor hearts cold in the 
solemn trust and that while the light and warmth of life remain, her 
children shall keep it well. 

“As the years roll by the comrades, one by one, drop from the ranks 
to join the Grand Army of the Immortals and to us who remain belongs 
the privilege of placing flowers in the gardens of the dead and adorning 
the resting places of those who have lain down in peace to sleep, or 
strewing blossoms on the waves that kiss our shores, in honor of those 
who lie buried beneath the ocean tides.” 

2. Lincoln’s address at Gettysburg is to be read as part of the 
exercises of Memorial Day. ie, 

3. Memorial observance should include attendance by the posts upon 
divine service on Sunday, May 28, and all auxiliaries and patriotic 
organizations should be invited to join with the comrades. 

4. Posts should pay special attention to the important duty of visiting 
the public schools at the most convenient’ time in the week preceding 
Memorial Day, to cooperate with the teachers in holding patriotic exercises 
thus imparting to the young people lessons of loyalty and devotion to 
flag and country. 

5. Blanks for Chaplain’s Memorial Day report are enclosed herewith, 
and the Chaplains are urged to fill out and forward them to these Head- 
quarters immediately after Memorial Day; the Department Chaplain must 
have these reports to make his report to the Department Encampment 
on June 14. 

Do not retain them till the end of the term as it will be too late for 
the use of the Department Chaplain.

on file with the records of the post for future reference. 

The figures in red, giving the number in good standing at last report 
must not be changed, and gains or losses must be accounted for in column 
marked for that purpose. 

Drafts and money orders should be made payable to C. A. Williams, 
Assistant Adjutant General. 

It is much easier for post officers to make up their reports at the last 
meeting in the term than at a later period, and if forwarded promptly will 
permit the Assistant Adjutant General to comply with his requirements 
of forwarding the consolidated report to National Headquarters not later 
than July 20.

To the Post Patriotic Instructors and Comrades: The approach of 
Memorial Day calls to mind our duty to our dead comrades. Realizing 
the fact that the time is near at hand when the Grand Army of the 
Republic can no longer take the lead in these sacred ceremonies, we 
should try to make the coming observances of more than usual interest 
by inviting all patriotic organizations to unite with us in these exercises, 
and also to ask the parents to meet with the children, both at the schools 
and at the cemeteries aS we teach the rising generation the sacredness 
of the duties they are soon to assume and who are so anxiously waiting 
our instructions.

From the time the special train over the Southern Pacific line arrived 
at 12:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon until almost midnight the streets 
of Eugene were alive with veterans of the Civil and Spanish Wars and 
members of the Woman’s Relief Corps and Ladies of the G. AR... who 
had come for their annual encampments, conventions and reunion. Eugene 
is entertaining fully 1,500 visitors from outside points. 

From the time the four separate organizations met in preliminary 
Session yesterday afternoon to the close of the public exercises in the 
armory last night the veterans and the members of the women’s auxiliaries 
were very busy and all organizations are expecting busy sessions all 
day today. 

“Eugene has certainly given us a royal welcome,” said George A. 
Harding, Department Commander, after the exercises of the evening 
were over. “The old boys all seem to be having the time of their lives 
and I am sure the members of the other organizations appreciate the 
welcome your city has given us.” 

Similar expressions were heard from heads of the other organizations. 
All the visitors are housed and there was no confusion in securing lodging 
places. The committee in charge endeavored to make it easy and con- 
venient for the old veterans and assigned them to places near the armory 
while the younger people were given places further out. 


Parade Is Long 


The parade at 4:30 o’clock was the big feature of yesterday’s exercises. 
The long column swung up Willamette Street from Fifth Avenue a few 
minutes after schedule time and for half an hour the thousands of 
people who lined the street to see the pageant cheered long and loud. 

Fully 400 veterans of the Civil War marched the entire length of the 
route laid out for the parade in a blistering sun, and not one dropped 
out because of the heat or fatigue. Kvery veteran in the parade seemed 
to be thinking of the days of the long marches in the south fifty years 
ago and every one remained in line from the time the column started until 
it disbanded at the flag presentation exercises at the new school building 
at the corner of Seventh Avenue and High Street. 

By actual count 1,087 persons took part in the parade. First came 
Colonel C. C. Hammond, Grand Marshal, accompanied by his staff, then 
the Eugene municipal band, the Second and Third Companies of the 
Coast Artillery, O. N. G., the members of J. W. Geary Post-No. 7, Gas Re 
the Department drum corps, a long line of G: A. R. veterans on foot, 
Department Commander Harding and his aides, members of the Woman’s 
Relief Corps, and Ladies of the G. A. R., school children, the D. A. ie. 
the drum corps of the Sons of Spanish War veterans of Scout Young 
Camp, of Portland, the members of the United Spanish War veterans, 
the members of the women’s auxiliary of the Spanish War veterans, the 
B. P. O. E., of Eugene, the local drill team of the W. O. W., and members 
of the camp, Getchell camp, Royal Neighbors of America, with a series 
of pretty evolutions, the Kugene ladies’ band, Mayor Bell and members 
of the city council, the Radiators, members of the school board, the 
Eagle’s drill team, the hewly organized patrol of boy scouts, and the city’s 
three fire engines. 

Of course the aged veterans of the nation’s great internal struggle 
were cheered the loudest and longest, but the women’s organizations, the 
veterans of the Spanish War and the boys’ drum corps came in for a good 
Share of the applause. 
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Visitors Swarm In 


A majority of the visitors arrived in Eugene on the trains that came 
in between noon and 2:30 o’clock yesterday. The Southern Pacific special 
train consisted of ten coaches and each one was filled. There were 
fully 300 people on the train when it pulled into the local station. 

The G. A. R., Woman’s Relief Corps, and Ladies of the G. A. R. 
members were taken directly from the train in automobiles to their 
places of lodging, while the Spanish War veterans and the crack little 
drum corps of the Sons of Spanish War veterans marched down town. 
There are 43 members of the boys’ drum corps and their work is little 
short of marvelous. There are 22 drummers and 21 buglers. The boys 
were given the freedom of the city during the afternoon and they put in 
the time shooting firecrackers and visiting about the city. 


G. A. R. Down to Business 


During the afternoon the G. A. R. Council of Administration held a 
meeting and heard the reports of the department officers which will not 
be made public until today. The credentials committee was busy during 
the afternoon enrolling the delegates at the armory. Commander Harding 
was busy greeting his comrades who had met him at previous encamp- 
ments. Mr. Harding is a big man not only in stature but in the ranks 
of the G. A. R. According to expressions from the rank and file of the 
organization he has served the department well during the past vear. 


Flag Day Exercises Held 


The armory was completely filled by a large and enthusiastic crowd 
of army veterans, delegates to the encampment in Eugene, and citizens 
who gathered to witness the flag day exercises by the Eugene lodge 
B. P. O. E., No. 357, and the welcomes and responses of the various 
organizations meeting here. 

Judge L. T. Harris, of the State Supreme Court, made the patriotic 
address of the evening—an eloquent appeal for patriotism of a loyal 
and sturdy nature, as shown in history by the members of the G. A. R. 
and the Spanish-American War veterans. 

Preparedness and not militarism was strongly advocated by Judge 
Harris. Not compulsory military drill, but the opportunity of every 
young man to receive military training to fit him for the defense of 
his country if the need should come. 

Judge Harris went back into American history and pointed out 
instances of the bravery of American soldiers at Antietam, Gettysburg 
and San Juan, and pointing to the flag, showed how it was the outcome 
of a war, later followed by a civil war, and now must be kept intact 
and preserved in its entirety. The Elks’ ceremony closed by the singing 
of “America” by the audience. 


Visitors Are Welcomed 


O. H. Foster, city attorney, representing Mayor Bell, extended the 
heartiest of welcomes to the visitors. “We are glad that you are here 
and will be sorry if any of you go away with any feeling of disappoint- 
ment,” he said. “Hospitality is a part of our religion, and the city 
is yours.” 

Mr. Foster spoke emphatically of the need of preparedness and the 
protection of American citizens wherever they may he. ‘Two lessons we 
should gain from the flag,’ he said. “One is loyalty, courage, bravery, 
patriotism, and an undying love for the flag. The other is the develop- 
ment of a loving and cherished sacredness that we should always hold 
for that emblem of the land of the free and the home of the brave.” 
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Mr. Foster announced that a line of automobiles will be waiting at 
the door of the armory tonight at 6:00 o’clock to give every person in 
attendance at the encampment a ride and to show them the city. 

Preceding Mr. Foster, J. F. Beytein, chairman of the general reception 
committee, thrice welcomed the visitors. Following Mr. Foster’s speech, 
Mr. Beytein introduced Geo. A. Harding, of Oregon City, Department 
Commander of the G. A. R., who spoke a few words in response. 

The G. A. R. quartet, composed of four veterans, whose ages range 
between 73 and 76 years, and who have been singing together at each 
encampment for perhaps the past 20 years, sang first a song to the tune 
of “The Wearin’ of the Green.’ 

The first verse is as follows: 


“O comrades dear, and did you hear the news that is going round? 
Old Glory is forbid today to ever touch the ground ; 
Encampment week, this year we'll keep, the colors there’ll be seen, 
For there’s a call that takes us all away up to Eugene.” 


The words to this song were written by A. E. Borthwick, of Portland. 
especially for the Eugene encampment. The members of the quartet are 
M. J. Morse, Dr. J. E. Hall, A. W. Mills and %. M. Parvin. They were 
heartily encored and responded by singing “A Yankee Man.” 

Following these songs responses to the speeches of welcome were 
made by Roy Kesl, Department Commander of the United Spanish War 
Veterans ; Mrs. Minnie Horseman, Department Commander of the Woman’s 
Relief Corps, and Mrs. Anna Kornbrodt, of the Ladies of the G. A. R. 

Following their speeches, Chas. G. Burton, Past National Commander- 
in-Chief of the G. A. R., elected at Saratoga in 1907, and who served 
through 1908, was introduced. Mr. Burton came to Portland last year 
from his home in Missouri for his health and expects to remain on 
the coast. 

The armory was gaily decorated with bunting and flags, with Lincoln’s 
picture among the groupings. “Just Before the Battle, Mother,’ was sung 
by Ferris Abbett, of this city, and was roundly applauded to an encore. 

The Department Fife and Drum Corps was present and its stirring 
tunes echoed through the hall to cheers and hurrahs by the grizzled 
veterans. 


(Friday Morning, June 16) 
Governor Withycombe Speaks 


What was declared by men attending the encampment for ten years 
to be the best program held at a G. A. R. encampment in many years 
was given in the armory last night by the G. A. R. veterans. J. M. 
Shelley had charge. 

Governor Withycombe opened the meeting with an address in which 
he complimented the city of Eugene on its entertainment and hospitality, 
and also the University for its stand for preparedness through its com- 
pulsory military drill rule passed by the faculty a number of weeks ago. 

Governor Withycombe spoke of the many sacrifices that the veterans 
had gone through to keep Old Glory to the breezes, and pointed out the 
need of the country for preparedness. 

Dr. J. E. Hall, newly-elected Department Commander of the Oregon 
G. A. R. veterans, gave the campfire talk, which was declared to be one 
of the best ever given at an encampment meeting. He recalled the days 
spent by the boys in blue on the battlefield, and told of many incidents 
both humorous and of the darker side, that produced a vivid and realistic 
picture of the days gone by. 

Governor Withycombe was followed by a vocal solo by Miss Louise 
Yoran, of this city, who responded to a hearty encore. She was followed 
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by Mrs. W. H. Wheeler, who gave a reading. Her response was a 
“Lullaby” song, accompanied by Mrs. Mary Yerington and Mrs. Jennie 
Higgins, who sang the accompaniment from behind the scenes, with a 
very touching effect. 

A double quartet of Eugene people rendered a number of selections, 
which were well received by the audience. The veterans’ quartet, which 
also appeared on Wednesday night, sang. 

Another number on the program was a reading by Mrs. Helen Wilson. 
The meeting was closed by the Singing of “America” by the audience, and 
the doxology by the fife and drum corps. 


(Saturday Morning, June 17) 


The big encampment is over. The veterans have gone home, each and 
every one declaring that this has been the most successful Department 
Encampment he has attended for Inany years. The weather was extremely 
warm throughout the session but the veterans, nearly all of whom had 
campaigned through the hot south, some of them during several summers, 
did not mind it and none complained. The entertainment they received 
while in Eugene more than compensated for the disagreeableness of the 
heat, said one of them yesterday. 

The encampment closed yesterday with joint installation of the officers 
of the G. A. R., Woman’s Relief Corps, and Ladies of the G. A. R. These 
exercises were very interesting and they were witnessed by a large number 
of citizens. This was one of the open sessions of the encampment. 


Boys Enjoyed Themselves 


“You may tell the people of your city,” said George A. Harding, retiring 
Commander, who presided over all meetings until his successor, Dr. J. E. 
Hall, was inducted into office yesterday afternoon, “that Eugene was 
good to us. We enjoyed ourselves very much. The people of this city 
opened their arms and made us welcome. The decorations were beautiful. 
The weather was propitious and everything went off smoothly. The 
veterans all seemed to have a good time and they will long remember 
Hugene. Your armory is the place for large conventions. The auditorium 
is large enough for any convention that might be held here. Tell the 
people of Eugene that we all had a fine time and would like to come 
back, but I am afraid that many of us will never be able to do so.” 

A feature of the forenoon session of the encampment was the passing 
of a resolution favoring military training in the schools and the adoption 
of a system for the army similar to that of the Swiss government. These 
resolutions were adopted by the encampment with a shout, not a dissenting 
voice being heard. 

Dr. J. E. Hall yesterday announced the reappointment of C. A. Williams, 
of Portland, as Department Adjutant, this being his tenth consecutive 
term.
